an Francisco apartment renters liv¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS, along with 
people over 60, can now rest a little 
. ■ easier in their homes, at least until 
mid-1999, On Monday, December 15, 
the Board of Supervisors granted them 
temporary relief from the heartache of 
“owner move-in evictions.” 

The supervisors’ 8-0 vote in favor 
of elderly and critically ill renters (five 
members abstained from voting) 
temporarily closes a loophole in San 
Francisco’s rent ordinance that has al¬ 
lowed landlords to toss out any ten¬ 
ant they want to make room for 
themselves. 

Increasingly in recent years, as the 
city’s rental market has tightened (the 
vacancy rate has plummeted to below 
one percent), building owners have 
used the escape hatch to rid themselves 
of longterm, low-rent tenants. All 
they’ve had to do was move themselves 
or relatives into the vacated space, live 
there for a year to fulfill the loophole’s 
minimum requirements, then turn 
around and re-rent the space to a new 
tenant at a much higher rate. 

The supervisors’ unanimous vote 
puts into place an 18-month morato¬ 
rium on such owner move-in evictions 
of the elderly and^critically ill. It ex¬ 
empts single-family houses and build¬ 
ings whose landlords are 60 or older. 

“Affordable housing is often out of 
reach to many,” Supervisor Tom Am- 
miano told the noisy crowd packed 
into the supervisors’ meeting room. 
He said he wanted to make sure se-

Yee wants PWA housing 
publicly identified

A proposal by San Francisco Supervisor 
Leland Yee to require posting pre-ap¬ 
proval notices on city-funded projects - 
including HIV/AIDS housing develop¬ 
ments - was shot down by the board’s Hous¬ 
ing and Neighborhood Services Committee 
December 4. After a lengthy hearing, the leg¬ 
islation was tabled, meaning it did not come 
out of committee and will not be heard by 
the full board. Some supporters of the pro¬ 
posal have begun an effort to put it on the 
ballot, however, and Yee told the B.A.R. on 


Tuesday, December 16 that if that happens, 
he will support it. 

Opponents at the hearing criticized it as a 
discriminatory measure that would affect 
those who benefit most from publicly-fund¬ 
ed projects such as AIDS/HIV housing, men¬ 
tal health, and substance abuse programs. 
They also argued that notice requirements al¬ 
ready exist-for such projects. 

The legislation called for placing 30-inch 
by 30-inch signs inside the windows of the 
house or building on the affected property, 
containing the identification of the “officer, 
department, board, or commission that will

ACLJ vs. SF DP law II: the sequel 

Ohio plaintiff Ann founded on 'Christian principles'

T he Pat Robertson-backed American 
Center for Law and Justice (ACLJ) has 
filed the third federal lawsuit challeng¬ 
ing San Francisco’s landmark domestic 
partner benefit law, this time on behalf of an 
Ohio-based company that court documents 
state “was founded on and tries to adhere to 
Christian Biblical principles.” The civil law¬ 
suit was filed in U.S. District Court Tuesday, 
December 9. U.S. District Judge Claudia 
Wilken has not yet issued a ruling on an ear¬ 


lier lawsuit filed by the Air Transport Associ¬ 
ation (ATA); that case, heard in federal court 
October 10, also challenges the legality of the 
domestic partner benefit law. 

A notice of related case has been filed, so 
the new lawsuit has gone to Wilken. Dennis 
Aftergut, chief assistant city attorney, told 
the B.A.R. that the city will file an answer to 
the complaint and that the new case will 
most likely wait until Wilken has ruled on 
the ATA lawsuit. 

Under the city’s law, firms that contract 
with the city must provide benefits to do-

HIV Health Services 
1 i Planning Council over¬ 
whelmingly supported the con¬ 
cept of an ombudsperson for Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS on Monday, De¬ 
cember 15, when they voted 21-1 
in favor of the idea. The specifics 
of the position won’t be ham¬ 
mered out until next month, 
when councilmembers hold a re¬ 
treat Saturday, January 10; the 
matter is expected to be voted on 
by the full council Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 26. 

The ombudsperson concept 
has been pushed by AIDS ac¬ 
tivists and groups such as the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisex¬ 
ual Democratic Club and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate. The om¬ 
budsperson office would “assist 
consumers of CARE-funded ser¬ 
vices with information on access 
to services and processing of their 
complaints and/or grievances,” 
according to the resolution ap¬ 
proved Monday. If approved, 
funds for the position would 
most likely come out of the 
“planning council support” line 
item of the city’s Ryan White 
CARE Act budget.

The report says he told the 
clerk, “I’m sorry, this is a robbery.” 

On Sunday night, police say 
the man entered a California 
Street bar, held a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle to a patron’s throat, and 
threatened to inject her. 

The patron tried to push the 
needle away, and her companions 
subdued the suspect and held him 
for police.

Lawsuit charges 
Circuit City ain’t 
good guys for gays

i gay man has filed a sexual 
harassment suit in Sonoma 
f I County Superior Court, 
charging that he was retaliated 
against after he complained of 
sexual harassment and anti-gay 
job bias by store workers at the 
Santa Rosa, California Circuit 
City Superstore. 

The November 26 complaint, 
filed on behalf of defendant Saint 
Clair Adams by attorney Angela 
Alioto, says that the work envi¬ 
ronment at the site was so hostile 
and stressful that he was forced to 
leave his job in November 1996 
and go on disability. 

“My client has suffered serious 
emotional damage,” Alioto told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “And over 
the last eight months, he has re¬ 
ceived a lot of medical care to 
cope with what happened to 
him.” 

Among the incidents cited by 
Adams, a sales counselor in the 


don Mears referred to another 
worker at the site as “a fag,” and 
said that homosexuality “is sick 
and disgusting,” and that he 
wouldn’t care if all gay people 
were dead. 

Three months later, Mears 
commented to Adams that he 
would enjoy playing with Mears’ 
testicles, and asked if he would 
like to do so. 

In another incident detailed in 
the complaint, when Adams en¬ 
tered the Superstore with two fe¬ 
male co-workers, Mears looked 
up from his work and said, “Good 
morning, ladies.” 

Also, customer service manag¬ 
er Garret Belched told Adams in 
front of six employees that “we are 
all going to have a party, and 
everybody is coming in your 
mouth.” Belched was later fired. 

Remedial action 

Adams complained about the 
ongoing harassment to the store’s 
general manager Geoff Collins, 
but repeated pleas were allegedly 


should go in and hold his hand if 
you are concerned about him.” 

Finally, in November 1996, 
Collins approached Adams and 
asked him about the incidents. 
After Adams gave examples, 
Collins demanded the names of 
the employees and said they 
would be kept confidential. But, 
the suit alleges, shortly after 
Adams identified the harassing 
workers to Collins, the confiden¬ 
tiality was breached, and a co¬ 
worker approached him to see if 
he had made it onto Adams’s “hit 
list.” 

When Adams asked what he 
meant, the worker said, “Everyone 
knows you have a list.” 

According to the suit, “There¬ 
after, plaintiff was generally ig¬ 
nored, avoided and leered at by 
his colleagues when he was at 
work.” 

Adams went on stress disabili¬ 
ty leave at the end of November 
1996 following the shunning. 

After the arrival of the human 
resources agent, on January 10,

small office/home office depart¬ 
ment of the store, are comments 
made by Circuit City workers 
during a regional sales training. 
One of the comments from a fel¬ 
low trainee was that a heterosexu¬ 
al man was justified in killing a 
gay man, and that the gay man got 
what he deserved, because the vic¬ 
tim had a crush on the murderer. 

Other workers’ comments 
during the training included, “My 
manager is a fag, and all fags are 
AIDS carriers,” and, “My manager 
is a walking AIDS factory.” 

Adams complained to the class 
instructor and asked him to refer 
to company policies prohibiting 
anti-gay and sexual comments 
and harassment, but he was ig¬ 
nored. 

When he returned to the Santa 
Rosa Superstore, Adams told Der¬ 
rick Iman, a supervisor, about the 
incidents but was told “it’s a tough 
world out there” and was ordered 
to drop the issue. 

According to Adams’s lawsuit, 
in July 1996 sales counselor Bran- 


ignored, and it took the store until 
November 22*^996 to take reme¬ 
dial action, at which time the cor¬ 
poration sent a human resources 
agent to interview workers about 
the complaint. 

Prior to the arrival of the 
human resources agent, Adams 
had complained to his direct su¬ 
pervisor Scott Stevens about the 
harassment, but was told that 
Stevens didn’t want to hear 
about it. Then, according to the 
lawsuit, Stevens became a partic¬ 
ipant in the incidents. When 
Stevens was discussing the store’s 
hair-length policy, he allegedly 
pulled out a pair of small scissors 
and told Adams that “we could 
cut off your dick, and no one 
would notice.” 

In another incident, when a 
fellow employee was trying to lo¬ 
cate Adams and asked the super¬ 
visor where he was, Stevens 
replied, “How the fuck am I sup¬ 
posed to know? Maybe he is in the 
bathroom. I don’t know what he’s 
doing in there, but maybe you 


1997, Mears was given a “record of 
Corrective Action” for violating 
the company’s policies. Two days 
later, another sales counselor was 
given a similar reprimand for 
making other harassing com¬ 
ments to Adams. 

Dark ages 

Although a jury trial has been 
demanded, the case has been sent 
first to arbitration, Alioto told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

She said the case was an exam¬ 
ple of the sort of discrimination 
faced by lesbian and gay workers, 
and that Circuit City was com¬ 
pletely insensitive to the damage 
caused to workers by such abuse. 

“It’s incredible that in 1997, a 
company like Circuit City could 
still be living in the Dark Ages,” 
she said. 

Larry Hosey, the attorney for 
the Circuit City corporation 
headquarters in Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia, could not be reached for 
comment at B.A.R. press time 
about the lawsuit. T

F ormer Imperial Court of 
San Francisco Emperor 
ss XVII Jerry Coletti was sen¬ 
tenced in U.S. District Court on 
Wednesday, December 10 to ten 
months in federal custody, three 
years supervised probation in¬ 
cluding drug testing, and restitu¬ 
tion of $125,697 in funds. 

Coletti’s sentence was a part of 
an arrangement related to his 
September guilty plea to two 
felony counts of conspiracy to de¬ 
fraud the Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice and mail fraud charges, in 
connection with a tax fraud 
scheme whose victims were pri¬ 
marily men with HIV infection, 
according to Assistant U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Nandor Vadis. 

“He got what we agreed on,” 
Vadis told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Vadis said that Coletti was no 
longer in custody because he re¬ 
ceived credit for time served since 
his March 1997 arrest on the 
charges. 

Coletti’s attorney, United 
States Assistant Federal Public 
Defender Larry Kuypers, was not 
available for comment on the sen¬ 
tence. 

Coletti was arrested on a 30- 
count federal indictment last 
March following a nearly three- 
year joint investigation by the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service Criminal 
Investigation Service, the U.S. 
Postal Service, and the California 
Franchise Tax Board. 


Jerry Coletti 


According to the federal in¬ 
dictment, Coletti obtained and 
used the Social Security numbers 
of several HIV-positive men to file 
for and obtain bogus federal and 
state tax refunds. 

The refunds were issued in the 
names of the men Coletti used, 
but sent to his home address. 

Coletti obtained access to 
some of the Social Security num¬ 
bers through the course of his 
ownership of the former Galleon 
Restaurant, and at other business¬ 
es where he had worked as a 
bookkeeper. 

The Galleon property was 
seized along with Coletti’s resi¬ 
dence in the early 1990s by a real 
estate management firm, and sold 
after Coletti was sued in San Fran¬ 


cisco Superior Court for embez¬ 
zling an estimated $2.5 million in 
assets through dummy invoices, 
altered checks, and other meth¬ 
ods, while serving as the firm’s 
bookkeeper. 

Well-known lesbian and gay 
entertainment promoter Audrey 
Joseph, who operates Fantastic 
Realities, pleaded guilty last Feb¬ 
ruary to a single federal felony 
count of conspiracy to defraud 
the federal government in con¬ 
nection with the tax fraud case. 
She received probation. 

Joseph was duped into de¬ 
positing 13 out of 30 bogus tax 
checks Coletti received into her 
business checking account, and 
then writing checks to Coletti and 
others on the funds, according to 
her attorney Nanci Clarence. 

Coletti worked for Joseph 
from January 1993 through July 
1993, according to the federal in¬ 
dictment. 

Coletti told Joseph that the 
banking arrangement would pre¬ 
vent the men from losing AIDS- 
related disability benefits because 
their incomes were too high, and 
she believed the funds were being 
distributed by Coletti to the peo¬ 
ple the checks were made out to, 
Clarence said. 

Although not available for 
comment, Kuypers has previously 
strongly objected to Clarence’s 
characterization of Joseph’s role 
in the affair, and has also been 
highly critical of Bay Area Re¬ 
porter news reports about Colet¬ 
ti’s legal difficulties. ▼

|' f all the harebrained schemes to come 
out of City Hall - and there have been 

W> enough to fill an encyclopedia over 
the years - it’s hard to imagine one worse 
than Supervisor Leland Yee’s recent propos¬ 
al to notify residents when people with 
AIDS move into the neighborhood. We’re 
still upset that “Megan’s Law” notifies peo¬ 
ple that “offenders” who have committed 
consensual sodomy live in their midst, but 
Yee’s proposal is so much worse it leaves 
sensible people desperately searching for 
appropriate words of denunciation. 

Yee is callously and cynically pandering 
to the Not In My Back Yard (or NIMBY) 
gang as he tries to establish a political base 

- in the absence of real accomplishments 
during his tenure as a supervisor. Like the 
loathsome Governor Pete Wilson (and 
other disreputable politicos including 
Hitler, Netanyahu, and Hussein), he is ex¬ 
ploiting fear and ignorance and pitting 
groups against each other for political gain. 
We hate it when Wilson targets “immi¬ 
grants” (meaning brown people) and Wash¬ 
ington lawmakers deride “welfare mothers” 
(meaning black people); it is no less offen¬ 
sive when the targets are people with AIDS, 
people with mental health problems, and 
other people in need of civic support. 

We hear that Yee is considering a future 
run for mayor against Willie Brown, and 
that this is part of his strategy to demon¬ 
strate their differences. While we have no 
issue with any statesperson being different 
from Brown, this labeling proposal of Yee’s 

- involving notification signs measuring 
900 square inches in the windows of any 
proposed PWA housing, among others - is 
clearly the wrong tack to take. 

It is especially sad because this is San 
Francisco, where we supposedly know bet¬ 
ter than to treat PWAs as lepers, or to act as 
if mental illness is more shameful than 
physical illnesses. Moreover, this is a city 
that has gone through an ugly period of 
fearing and persecuting “the yellow men¬ 
ace,” during which some San Franciscans 
would have demanded advance public no¬ 
tice that the Yee family intended to move 
into their neighborhoods. It is appalling 
that the supervisor could forget that in his 
rush to pander to potential voters’ fears, es¬ 
pecially since those Anti-Asian forces could 
easily rise again with a little prompting from 
another unscrupulous politician. 

This glimpse into the real Leland Yee did 
not end with his lousy suggestion, but was 
reportedly followed by his angry phone calls 
to legislators who were smart and compas¬ 
sionate enough to vote against it. It would 
seem his bad manners know no bounds. 

It was heartening, by the way, to learn 
that the San Francisco AIDS Foundation is 


opposed to Yee’s proposal, and that Laura 
Thomas of SFAF testified against it at the 
hearing. However, it was a little disturbing 
that the communications director refused 
to tell the gay press what Thomas had said 
in her testimony, and brushed us off 
with a brusque “we have no further 
comment on that.” It isn’t as 
though it was impossible to get a t 
transcript of Thomas’s com¬ 
ments elsewhere, and it doesn’t 
seem as though SFAF has anything 
to hide; quite the opposite, in fact. So 
why is the organization so incredibly 
afraid of having its movements 
monitored? In its zeal to head 
off a sunshine ordinance, the 
foundation has sent prospec¬ 
tive guests at SFAF board meetings a letter 
claiming to be immune from such statutes. 

As if anyone was really interested in how 
strong its immune system is. 

Anyway, the organization seems to be so 
worried about scrutiny that it can’t even talk 
openly about its successes. Something is 
wrong. 

Speaking of Pete Wilson, as we did a few 
paragraphs back, Hispanic magazine kicked 
his scrawny butt this month by naming him 
“Gringo of the Decade” with a terse out¬ 
pouring of contempt well worth sharing: 
“To Pete Wilson, the man who single-hand¬ 
edly pushed the civil rights movement back 
30 years, we say, que gacho, gabacho. You 
corralled the hardest-working, most-eager- 
to-be-American group of people to scape¬ 
goat for all the economic problems in your 


state in order to save your dying reelection 
campaign. Your strategy was as brilliant as it 
was sinister. From Proposition 187 came a 
national censure of Latino legal and illegal 
immigrants and, finally, Proposition 209, 
which ends Affirmative Action in your state 
and may be used to end it nationwide. 
Bad news, though, governor, because 
you’re the man who finally woke us 
up. Pat yourself on the back, Pete - 
this is your legacy.” 

It’s always good to see other groups 
that feel as we do, but simply watch- 
^ ing them or being aware of them 
isn’t really enough. It’s impor¬ 
tant to build alliances with 
them, and support their strug¬ 
gles, so we aren’t alone when 
we wage our battles. As Senator Ted 
Kennedy clearly understood when he made 
the remarks printed below, the battle for 
civil rights is larger than any single group’s 
quest; if we all can work together, we will be 
much larger and stronger than the forces 
that work against us. 

And that means, Supervisor Yee, that if 
you really want to be mayor of the people 
of San Francisco, you need to make sure 
your constituency is broad and connected; 
fragmenting San Franciscans into warring 
factions will do you no good, and will harm 
the rest of us. At this time of year, particu¬ 
larly, we urge you to find goodwill towards 
all people in your heart, and to act for peace 
on earth. 

Come to think of it, those are good guid¬ 
ing principles for us all, at this time and 
throughout the coming year. ▼

e must do more to open the Amer¬ 
ican dream to all. 

Civil rights is still the great un¬ 
finished business of our society and our his¬ 
tory. No American should be denied a job 
or a fair wage for their work because they 
are women, or because of race, religion, age, 
disability, ethnic background, or sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Congress should pass the Hate Crimes 
Act, to enhance the federal government’s 
power to prosecute vicious crimes of bigotry 
that can victimize entire communities. We 
should pass the Employment Non- Dis¬ 
crimination Act to outlaw job discrimina¬ 
tion against gay and lesbians. And we should 
also pass new legislation to encourage and 
support every disabled person’s dream to 
work, to live independently, and to be con¬ 
tributing members of their communities. 

President Clinton’s National Dialogue 
on Race is a compelling summons to all of 
us to start thinking and talking and acting 



more effectively about this fundamental 
challenge to our very character as a nation. 
People must stop pretending that the chal¬ 
lenge has been met, because it hasn’t. 

Above all, people must stop polarizing the 
issue for partisan advantage. Surely mem¬ 
bers of the party of Abraham Lincoln 
can at least agree that discrimination 
and bigotry in the workplace are 
wrong. And I challenge the Republi¬ 
cans who are so busy attacking af¬ 
firmative action to at least join us in 
a strong, new, genuine commitment 
to the full enforcement of 
existing laws against job 
discrimination. 

I propose that we dou¬ 
ble the current $240 mil¬ 
lion enforcement budget to the Equal Em¬ 
ployment Opportunity Commission over 
the next five years and pay for it by reallo¬ 
cating funds from the overall federal bud¬ 
get for law enforcement. That budget cur- 
rendy totals $20 billion a year, and 1 percent 
more of it committed in this area would be 
a powerful weapon against bias in employ¬ 


ment and prejudice in promotion. 

The massive backlog of current enforce¬ 
ment actions against bigotry in the work¬ 
place is a national disgrace. More and more 
employers are thumbing their nose at cur¬ 
rent laws. We need to do more to prohibit 
job bias and guarantee pay equity for 
women. Illegal job discrimination has to 
end, and I say give the commission the 
^ tools it needs, and let it do the job. 

In my view, this is a funda¬ 
mental test of the sincerity of 
those who oppose affirmative 
action. They plead mightily 
that they also oppose dis¬ 
crimination, but do they 
really mean it? Let them 
prove it by providing the 
resources to root out discrimination in the 
workplace once and for all. T

Our neighborhood, our sexuality 

The November 27 B.A.R. carried two disturbing 
letters sparked by the Castro penis controversy. 

Krandall Kraus muses on the statement “Our cul¬ 
ture is defined by our sexuality,” suggesting that this 
implies a shallow identity characterized by short-term 
relationships and by the crass exploitation of flesh. 
His inference is unjustified: our culture is defined by 
our sexuality - what else? - but “sexuality” is a broad 
category, and the culture developing from it has 
broad and diverse ramifications. One person’s sexu¬ 
ality may imply a monogamous, lifelong bond; an¬ 
other’s might involve fucking everything in sight. But 
what holds us together as a culture is our (acknowl¬ 
edged) erotic desire for (among others) those of the 
same sex, and all that this might imply for each of us, 
including the wide array of histories and customs that 
have developed as a consequence of our being in this 
world. 

But how about the naked display of penises and 
other explicit erotica? Mark Cooper objects that it is 
“the obligation of any responsible adult” to recognize 
the “distinction between the worlds of adult and 
child,” and that it is “incumbent upon the gay com¬ 
munity to be sensitive to its straight neighbors.” 

Huh? Is this the demonization of male sexuality - 
the penis as monster, sex as something of which chil¬ 
dren (rightfully) must be frightened? What are the 
unstated assumptions here? Is it everyone’s obligation 
to share these assumptions? Can there be a commu¬ 
nity - a geographic area - where those who do not 
share these assumptions find it safe to express them¬ 
selves openly? If not the Castro, then where? 

Mr. Cooper: consider that many straight parents 
might also find it frightening or “confusing” for their 
children to see two men, or two women, holding 
hands or kissing in public. Where do we draw the line 
on “consideration” of such fears, and why? 

Some forms of self-expression (like hand-holding 
or kissing) should be safe anywhere, and other, more 
radical ones should certainly be permitted and ac¬ 
cepted in our “safe space,” just as some parents might 
seek vastly different “safe spaces” in which to live 
while raising their children. There should be room in 
the world for all of us to feel safe being ourselves. 
Openness itself is not harmful. 

Culture? Let’s learn from history. Our culture may 
mean different things to different people, but the sti¬ 
fling of honest sexual self-expression in our own 
neighborhoods is not one of them. 


Poor St. Paul 

Poor old St. Paul gets misunderstood again, now 
by Science writer Simon LeVay, Ph.D. in B.A.R., No¬ 
vember 27,1997. 

In a rather good article on “What is natural?,” 
LeVay writes, “Two thousand years ago, St. Paul con¬ 
demned gay sex as ‘against nature,’ and his viewpoint 
has been taken for justification for centuries of per¬ 
secution against gay people.” LeVay is correct that the 
quote from St. Paul has been used to persecute and 
discriminate against homosexual people, both men 
and women. 

A careful reading of St. Paul’s Epistle to the Ro¬ 
mans, along with an up-to-date commentary, shows 
Paul was condemning straight Christian men and 
women who were having sex with temple prostitutes 
of the same sex in pagan Rome. The unnatural action 
was straight people acting in an unnatural way. Paul 
was trying to teach the Roman Christians to lead a 
moral life and worship God in some measure of pu¬ 
rity, “decently and in order.” 

Paul was not writing about gay people having sex 
with gay people. He probably never heard of same- 
sex people whose natural state was sex with people of 
the same gender. He never heard of same-gender peo¬ 
ple being in relationships with each other. He never 

conceived of gay people wanting to marry other 
gay people. The word homosexual was not 
invented until the 19th century. Certainly 
the words gay and lesbian are a tad more 
recent in usage than was the case in St. 
Paul’s time, in the first century. 

Paul was condemning unnatural be¬ 
havior among straight people. Taking 
Paul’s words out of context is a favorite 
tool of Christian fundamentalists as 
well as Biblically illiterate critics of 
Christianity. The fact that people down through the 
ages leap on Paul’s words to condemn homosexuali¬ 
ty is no excuse for the intelligent to do the same in 
making their case for the rights of homosexuals.

UCSF was proud to host a free community forum on 
Accelerating Discovery and Overtaking the Virus: Sci¬ 
ence and Solutions for the Next Era of AIDS. 

The afternoon symposium brought together re¬ 
searchers from UCSF who spoke on cutting-edge de¬ 
velopments including vaccine research, perinatal 
transmission, and treatment and policy issues affect¬ 
ing young people. We were joined by Mayor Willie 
Brown, who addressed the models and challenges of 
AIDS care in San Francisco. Our keynote speaker, Dr. 
Peter Piot from UNAIDS in Geneva, underscored our 
mission as a global one. Ms. Laird’s coverage of Dr. 
Piot’s message was comprehensive and underscored 
our belief that our work in the pandemic must be 
global as well as in our backyard. 

The AIDS Research Institute is a new enterprise, 
an institute without walls, bringing together all exist¬ 
ing AIDS programs at UCSF under a single umbrel¬ 
la. The ARI will encompass a dozen research insti¬ 
tutes, a wide range of clinical, behavioral science, and 
policy programs, and roughly 1,000 investigators at 
various research sites in San Francisco. 

The ARI’s mission is to accelerate discovery and 
stop AIDS. The UCSF AIDS Research Institute is the 
largest AIDS initiative outside the National Institutes 
of Health. With our long history of discovery and 
leadership in the fight against HIV, UCSF is unique¬ 
ly poised to make a difference in the next era of AIDS. 

The ARI presents an opportunity for everyone 
who cares about ending the pandemic to become in¬ 
volved in a new and challenging venture. I hope 
B.A.R. readers will embrace this endeavor, and that 
the community will continue to partner with us.

Offsite at AHP 

I have been facilitating an ongoing HIV/AIDS 
support group for the AIDS Health Project for over 
three years now. The group has been meeting for four 
years at group members’ homes. Though the logistics 
each week have been complicated at times, the re¬ 
warding part has been the intimacy and autonomy 
the group has experienced. 

However, when AHP moved to its new site at 1930 
Market, we elected to be a part of it and met there for 
a couple of weeks. We then decided to meet offsite the 
following week, and I duly informed the agency of 
this. The following day, I received a call from the 
Group Program Coordinator informing me that “an 
edict has come down that henceforward, all groups 
will meet at the 1930 Market site.” 

I do want to temper my remarks; from the evening 
I started with this group, I thought they were one hell 
of a bunch of guys. I would like to continue with 
them. However, I was astonished that a substantive 
and significant policy change such as the above was 
never communicated to us, and I actually had to find 
out inadvertently. I subsequently learned in my 
monthly routine consultation group that another fa¬ 
cilitator had been informed four weeks prior. 

I am saddened by what I view as a lack of respect 
for group members as well as the facilitator. To give 
the agency some credit, I must admit that I’ve never 
seen it function in this fashion in the past. But that’s 
why I’m writing this letter, to alert the wider com¬ 
munity to a change in AHP which worries me. Inci¬ 
dentally, in case they are not aware of this, I want to 
point out that although AHP is affiliated with UCSF, 
they do not receive any funding from them. All fund¬ 
ing is allocated in precisely he same fashion as it is for 
the AIDS Foundation and Shanti, and they need to be 
equally accountable.

San Francisco 
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Kopp gives 
Willie the willies

T he always enterprising state 
Senator Quentin Kopp held 
a news conference in front of 
City Hall last week to announce an 
initiative for the June ballot that 
would force changes in ongoing 
renovations of the 82-year-old ed¬ 
ifice, currently being repaired be¬ 
cause of ’89 earthquake damage. 
Some saw the ballot plan as aimed 
directly at Mayor Willie Brown, 
and further, a signal that the ven¬ 
erable Kopp plans to challenge 
Brown in the next mayoral race.

Frankly, I doubt it. To be sure, 
the planned initiative is aimed at 
the style-conscious Brown, but 
the chances of Senator Kopp run¬ 
ning for mayor in 1999 are mini¬ 
mal. More importantly, if Kopp 
can get voters’ approval of his 
scheme to force Brown to back¬ 
track on making the renovated 
City Hall a showplace for himself 
and his protocol chief, the ever- 
lovely Charlotte Maillard 
Schultz, he will have once again 
defeated Brown, his old political 
nemesis. Kopp will then most 
likely anoint - or at least support 
- another person for mayor in 
two years. 

The Kopp measure, which 
needs about 10,000 signatures to 
qualify for the June ballot, would 
force Brown to vacate his plans to 
bring back only about 800 of the 
former 1,250 building occupants. 
Kopp’s plan further specifies that 
except for a ground-floor rotun¬ 
da, the building shall “not be used 
lavishly or wastefully by any city 
government office or for enter¬ 
tainment or banquet facilities.” 

Upon taking office in early 
1996, Mayor Brown loudly an¬ 
nounced that the new spruced-up 
building should be used to house 
fewer offices and more space for 
the mayor (surprise!). He also 
wanted it to include a wet bar; 
catering kitchen; and several 
thousand square feet of open 
space for galleries, exhibits, and 
social events (enter Schultz and 
Stanley Gattee). 

Critics of the mayor and some 
members of the media quickly 
dubbed the proposed City Hall as 
Willie Brown’s Taj Mahal. In re¬ 
sponse to this criticism, Brown 
has quietly scaled back some of 
his original grandiose plans. 

However, Kopp said last week 
that Brown’s overall vision of an 
“entertainment center” still re¬ 
mains. The senator feels that a 
ballot initiative will take care of 
Mr. Brown’s plans to push the “lit¬ 
tle pencil-pushers” who work for 
the city elsewhere and turn the ar¬ 
chitectural jewel of a building 
over to the Pacific Heights set for 
lavish parties. Kopp obviously 
smells a winner here, telling re¬ 


porters that “I think this initiative 
will touch a nerve with most San 
Francisco taxpayers and voters 
who expect their City Hall to be 
the principal place for city gov¬ 
ernment, and not a place for the 
personal prerogatives and plea¬ 
sures of politicians.” 

Specifically, Kopp’s 
proposal says that voters, 
in approving $63.6 mil¬ 
lion in bond money in 
1995 (Prop. A), were ulti¬ 
mately deceived. He 
adds that that the 
bond issue, which is 
partially fund¬ 
ing the $224 
million refur¬ 
bishment, was 
billed at the time as a “cost-saving, 
good-government” measure. In 
short, Kopp’s initiative, which 
most political observers feel will 
pass, allows all the city depart¬ 
ments that occupied the building 
prior to the October 1989 Loma 
Prieta earthquake to return. 

Kopp, still celebrating a win 
over the mayor with last month’s 
Prop. H (Central Freeway), which 
Brown opposed, is itching for yet 
another victory over his despised 
rival. He sees this as just the type 
of measure he can easily defeat 
Brown on. What likely candidate 
will Kopp then throw his still con¬ 
siderable political clout behind to 
defeat Brown in 1999? Well, the 
name of Supervisor Leland Yee, 
another leader in the victorious 
Prop. H campaign, does keep pop¬ 
ping up. (See this week’s B.A.R. 
cover story form more on him.) 
Stay tuned; this one could be real¬ 
ly fun! 

Mayoral media watch 

The aforementioned Mayor 
Brown was on KRON’s California 
This Week program Sunday with 
Belva Davis, Rollin Post, and a 
Chron reporter in what was billed 
as a review of the mayor’s first two 
years in office. The segment 
quickly turned into a love-fest, 
however, with Brown simply rat¬ 
tling off a laundry list of his ac¬ 
complishments. Not one hardball 
question from the panel! 

The mayor proved why he is so 
successful with the media, charm¬ 
ing Belva, Rollin, and the thrilled 
Chron reporter with chatter and 
jokes. Indeed, the three seemed so 
excited by Brown’s presence that 
they giggled and laughed like 
three star-struck high school kids. 

Conversely, CNN didn’t treat 
the mayor with such kid gloves 
last week. In an interview on that 
network, pro All-Star rebounder 
Charles Barkley touched on 
Brown’s determination to play the 
race card in the recent Golden 
Gate Warriors-Latrell Sprewell 
controversy. Barkley commented 
on CNN’s Crossfire program that 
“I don’t want to say anything bad 
about the mayor of San Francisco, 
but he’s an idiot.” 

Don’t tell our local politicos, 
but voters in Austin, Texas, re¬ 
cently passed true campaign re¬ 
form. Candidates there are now 
limited to $100 contributions per 
person for the offices of mayor 
and city council. 

You just know that Attorney 
General Dan Lungren and 
“Sneaky” Pete Wilson were busy 
slapping each other on the back 
upon hearing that the First Dis¬ 
trict Court of Appeal ruled that 
Prop. 215 doesn’t allow cannabis 
clubs to legally sell marijuana to 


chronically ill patients. Wilson 
“praised” the decision, and would- 
be governor Lungren called the 
ruling “good news.” SF DA Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan, the hero of the 
hour, stated Monday that patients 
may still be able to buy medical 
marijuana despite the rul¬ 
ing. He cited “potential 
loopholes” in the deci¬ 
sion that may allow 
the order to be cir¬ 
cumvented.

The ac¬ 
tress last week 
picked up an award from the 
ACLU for furthering gay rights 
with her TV show. Given the 
ACLU of Southern California’s 
Bill of Rights Award at an LA din¬ 
ner, DeGeneres said, “From the 
beginning, I said that I never 
wanted to become a spokesperson 
for gay rights. But here I am, and 
there’s still a lot more to do.”

ambling for High Steaks 
m Dept.: Not without some 
1 H sorrow, I recently noted I’ve 
made more departures from what 
would seem to be standard lesbian 
lifestyle practices, judging by how 
many lesbians assume them to be 
what we do. The behaviors I’m es¬ 
chewing are by no means the es¬ 
sentials of a lesbian life; those 
should still be putting women 
first in friendship, affection, ro¬ 
mance and sexual attraction and 
commitment. (Or am I safe as¬ 
suming this, in these days when 
some women are entering prima¬ 
ry relationships with men while 
insisting they’re lesbians and not 
bisexual?) 

Still, when one is living in ways 
and doing things counter to pop¬ 
ular assumptions in our commu¬ 
nities and media about how les¬ 
bians live, one can feel like an 
oddball. As someone whose love 
of women (but not necessarily a 
primary identity as a lesbian) 
looms large in my sense of self, to 
the point of shaping things like 
my spirituality, this divergence of 
basic assumptions does make me 
take notice and colors my feelings 
with a certain tristesse. On the 
other hand, a reasoned analysis of 
my choices tells me they are intel¬ 
ligent ones, because the benefits 
are readily apparent. 


ing a diet “wacko” is redundant, 
and I’m inclined to agree with 
them. Nevertheless, under the 
principle of “my body, my choice,” 
I’ve joined a lesbian friend in the 
concept of eating like a hunter- 
gatherer: cutting out farmed 
starches, refined sugar, and dairy 
in favor of meat, fish, fruits, veg¬ 
etables, nuts (save peanuts and 
cashews), and seeds. 

This supposedly takes the im¬ 
mune system out of the digestive 
process (wacko alert! wacko 
alert!), resets the set point, and 
does great things for the cho¬ 
lesterol and insulin levels. 
(Didn’t diabetes rates go up 
when eating lots of starches 
and less meat came into 
fashion?) Actually, to eat 
like a Cro-Magnon 
(to the tune of “Walk 
Like an Egyptian”?) 
reminds me of a 
high-protein 
diet a physi¬ 
cian put me 
on when I was 
13, and replicates some of “The 
Zone.” 

I’ve noticed some very positive 
changes in just a month. My 
clothes are looser, for one thing - 
I even passed the “freshly laun¬ 
dered denim jeans test.” (As in, 
“Wow, I just washed these jeans, 
and they’re not taking squeezing 
into!”) My digestion has im¬ 
proved immeasurably; I’ve lost 


after my noting her cartons of rice 
milk, etc., suggests to me she 
might nonetheless be somewhat 
unnerved by the extent of my de¬ 
parture from the custom of at 
least a grain-based diet. (A pro¬ 
meat link two clicks off the “Ne- 
ander-Thin” web page was an 
essay by a Satanist on how grain- 
based diets helped founders of re¬ 
ligions enslave the masses in an¬ 
cient times — wacko alert! wacko 
alert!) 

Even though not all lesbians 
share the political view that meat 
is “murder” (a view that 
unites a number of les¬ 
bians across genera¬ 
tional lines), or that eat¬ 
ing meat led to the intro¬ 
duction of patriarchal vio¬ 
lence, there’s still some¬ 
thing of a sentiment to 
the effect that those 
who eat little or no 
meat are more 
gentle and 
pacifistic, and 
therefore bet¬ 
ter people (like famous vegetarian 
Adolf Hitler?), and therefore 
“normal.” I, on the other hand, 
have traded rice, potatoes or pasta 
with veggies and a little meat or 
cheese thrown in, for an increas¬ 
ing amount of meat, with bulk 
from veggies. So now, not only 
will any of my lapses from lesbian 
orthodoxy get written off as the 
effect of evil diet, I’ll likely be con-

Beyond that, I’m prompted to 
question mainstream thinking by 
a few instances of, well, low-grade 
fear I’ve been seeing on the part of 
some lesbians of late, namely a 
certain hesitation to say things 
that fall outside lesbian conven¬ 
tional wisdom. That kind of self¬ 
policing sets off major warning 
bells for me, and tells me it’s time 
to put into active practice the 
maxim, “Being really opinionated 
and mouthing off is what Bethies 
do best!” 

One of my departures has to 
do with diet. In particular, a new 
regimen I refer to as “the wacko 
diet.” Some folks would say label- 


sugar cravings (passing up a num¬ 
ber of afternoon dessert opportu¬ 
nities at work). I’m eating less 
without feeling hungry. I can’t 
wait for next softball season, as I 
run bases well now, and I’m 
dreaming about what I can do 
with less mass to propel. 

On the other hand, there’s the 
matter of dealing with minor 
lapses (like holiday parties) by 
eating only protein for 24 to 48 
hours afterward. I had the discus¬ 
sion with the new housemate 
about mine not being a vegetarian 
household. However, her finding 
paper towels covering thawing 
cuts of meat in the refrigerator, 


sidered more dangerous as well. 

Is that the bleating of 
sheep I hear in the distance?) 

Another lapse on my part is 
my failure to get swept up in the 
attack on “the automobile cul¬ 
ture,” which has been stepped up 
during the negotiations over cut¬ 
ting greenhouse gases to stop 
global warming. Now, I’m some¬ 
one who both carpools and makes 
use of public transportation 
whenever convenient. At the same 
time, I value the mobility and in¬ 
dependence my minivan makes 
possible. I value the adventures 
my minivan has made possible, 
especially since those adventures 
have fostered personal growth 
and helped me work through 
grief better than any therapy. 

But this supposedly makes me 
someone helping to choke the 
Earth. Bitch that I am, I’ve won¬ 
dered about the science behind 
the alarm over greenhouse gases 
and global warming. Bitch that I 
am, I’ve noted that scientific data 
from high atmosphere monitor¬ 
ing shows global temperatures 
have actually decreased by .4 de¬ 
grees Celsius during the 20th cen¬ 
tury. I’ve noted discoveries that 
the Sun’s surface temperature is 
not constant, and that its fluctua¬ 
tions may affect Earth’s tempera¬ 
ture. And I’ve noted that while 
there has been a large increase in 
atmospheric carbon dioxide this 
century, most of it took place be¬ 
fore 1940 and the explosion of the 
“automobile culture.” 

Obviously, a highly carnivo¬ 
rous diet has made me too logical, 
and other such nasty things. ▼

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What kind of 
lesbian are you?

| ne of the more enduring 
perceptions about lesbians 
is that they come in two 
types, “butch” and “femme.” Ac¬ 
cording to the description given 
by Jo Ann Loulan in her 1990 
book The Lesbian Erotic Dance, 
butch lesbians are assertive, ath¬ 
letic, and aggressive, they tend to 
adopt traditionally masculine 
styles of dress and ap¬ 
pearance, and they 
are often leaders. 

Femme lesbians are affec¬ 
tionate, sensitive, yielding, 
child-like, and child-loving, 
and they adopt more typically 
feminine dress and 
mannerisms. 

Do butch and 
femme lesbians form 
couples, thus mimick¬ 
ing the coupling of 
men and women in stereotypical 
heterosexual relationships? And if 
so, why is that? Are butches and 
femmes biologically different, per¬ 
haps as a result of a different ge¬ 
netic endowment, or is it more a 
matter of culture and role-playing? 

The butch/femme distinction 
has been fairly durable in the his¬ 
tory of lesbian culture, although 
attitudes towards it have changed 
greatly over time. According to 
Elizabeth Lapovsky Kennedy and 
Madeline Davis, whose book 
Boots of Leather, Slippers of Gold 
recounts the lives of working-class 
lesbians in Buffalo, New York in 
the 1950s, lesbians of that era 
were required to declare them¬ 
selves as butch or femme and to 
act accordingly, and lesbian rela¬ 
tionships could only be between a 
butch and a femme. With the rise 
of lesbian-feminism, the 
butch/femme distinction became 
politically suspect: butches were 
too much like men, and femmes 
were too much like men’s sex-ob¬ 
jects. As described by Lillian Fa- 


derman (in her book Odd Girls 
and Twilight Lovers), the ideal les¬ 
bian relationship in the 1970s was 
one in which the partners “took 
turns being soft and strong.” 
Nowadays, the butch/femme dis¬ 
tinction is very much back in evi¬ 
dence, but it often seems to have 
a more ironic or playful quality 
than it did in the 1950s. 

In 1996, a group of psycholo¬ 
gists at Georgia State University, 
led by Sharon Pearcey, reported on 
their study of 28 lesbian 
couples in the At¬ 
lanta area. They 
first asked all the partici¬ 
pants to rate themselves on 
an eight-point “butch/femme” 
scale. They found a significant 
negative correlation be¬ 
tween the scores of the 
two members of the 
pairs: in other words, 
the more butch one 
member rated herself, 
the more femme the other rated 
herself. 

This finding supports the tra¬ 
ditional notion that lesbian rela¬ 
tionships tend to be formed 
across the butch/femme divide. It 
runs counter to a wide body of lit¬ 
erature, based mainly on hetero¬ 
sexual couples, which says that 
couples are very similar to each 
other in many characteristics - 
that “opposites don’t attract,” in 
other words. Fleterosexual cou¬ 
ples, however, are already “oppo¬ 
site” in the sense of being a male 
and a female together. Perhaps a 
portion of that “oppositeness” 
serves as a glue in many lesbian 
relationships. 

Intrigued to know whether 
there might be some biological 
basis for the butch/femme differ¬ 
ence, Pearcey and her colleagues 
went on to measure testosterone 
levels in the women in the study. 
Although the differences were not 
great, they found a significant ten¬ 
dency for the more butch partner 
in a relationship to have higher

testosterone levels (as measured in 
saliva) than the more femme part¬ 
ner. The authors interpret their 
findings to mean that preexisting 
(possibly innate) endocrinological 
differences between individual les¬ 
bians influence the selection of 
mates or of gender roles. 

While I certainly accept this as 
an interesting possibility, one 
should also be aware of another 
possible interpretation, which is 
that the differences in testosterone 
levels result from roles taken in the 
relationship, rather than causing 
them. 

As to the question of whether 
there is a genetic predisposition to 
being a butch or femme lesbian, 
the data aren’t yet available. Still, 
the traits that characterize the 
butch/femme difference have a 
substantial genetic basis: accord¬ 
ing to the long-running Universi¬ 
ty of Minnesota study of twins 
reared apart, for example, genes 
account for at least half of the rea¬ 
son why people differ in aggres¬ 
siveness and dominance. Thus it 
is possible that, whatever path 
leads a woman to a lesbian identi¬ 
ty, inborn predisposition may in¬ 
fluence her to become a particu¬ 
lar kind of kind of lesbian. ▼

Should media 
respect closeted gays?

M iami Herald staffer Steve 
Rothaus examined the 
evolving challenges for 
media outlets in covering clos¬ 
eted lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty leaders, in the paper’s “Out¬ 
looks” column December 
4. “When heterosexual 
community leaders are 
profiled in newspapers 
and on television, it is 
routinely reported 
whom they are dating 
or married to,” 

Rothaus began. “But 
this information is sel¬ 
dom revealed about prominent 
gays and lesbians, making them 
seem two-dimensional. Few issues 
are more sensitive than whether 
the news media should respect the 
privacy of gay people in the clos¬ 
et. Many are still horrified at the 
suggestion of outing public peo¬ 
ple who spend their personal lives 
in complete privacy” 

Rothaus interviewed local edi¬ 
tors and journalists, who seemed 
to feel that each instance should 
be considered case by case. “If you 
have a person who has devoted a 
significant portion of his life to 
gay and lesbian issues, you would 
want to reflect on that,” said Her¬ 
ald managing editor Larry Olm- 


stead. The journalists “agree, 
though that sexual orientation 
plays a major role in who a person 
is, regardless of how open (or 
closeted) the individual,” Rothaus 
wrote. He added that among les¬ 
bian and gay activists, there is 
hardly a consensus. And the issue 
becomes particularly com¬ 
plex when dealing with clos¬ 
eted members of the 
media itself, such as 
“one gay South Florida 
newsman who says he 
keeps his personal and 
professional lives 
apart. The broadcast¬ 
er, who often con¬ 
tributes to network 
news stories, said he 
would ‘prefer not to 
take the chance’ that coming out 
would destroy his career.”

Larsen blames gay 
activists for AIDS 

In the pantheon of anti-gay 
AIDS diatribes, syndicated 
columnist Leonard Larsen’s De¬ 


cember 7 column, “Gays Still 
Mostly Responsible for Ongoing 
AIDS Epidemic,” will earn its own 
plaque on the wall with its spe¬ 
cious reasoning, outdated statis¬ 
tics, and blame-laying.

Lungren’s court smoke 
bomb has medicinal 
pot users fuming

F irst District Court of Ap¬ 
peals Determines That 
Cannabis Buyers’ Clubs Are 
Illegal”: so says a December 12 
news release from Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Dan Lungren’s office. 

News of the threatened closure 
of the precedent-setting San Fran¬ 
cisco Cannabis Cultivators Club 
spread quickly and prompted a 
rush of panic buying among peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, cancer, and other 
medical conditions. However, the 
order to shut down the medicinal 
marijuana club may be delayed 
for 90 days, pending the Califor¬ 
nia Supreme Court’s decision on 
whether to hear the appeal. 

Lungren’s persistent opposi¬ 
tion to implementation of Propo¬ 
sition 215, which voters passed in 
a 56 percent victory last August to 
allow for the medical use of mar¬ 
ijuana, seems to be “backfiring,” 
said Dennis Peron, the grassroots 
Proposition 215 author, activist, 
and co-founder of the Cannabis 
Cultivators Club. 

“Lungren’s attacks will be 
counterproductive for him. I think 


he’s playing right into my hands,” 
Peron told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Lungren is giving us publicity for 
our movement. It started out 
about marijuana, but now it’s 
about democracy and freedom.” 

Whatever the battle between 
Lungren and Peron is about, it is 
perhaps not coincidentally being 
waged by the only two Republican 
Primary candidates for Governor 
on next June’s ballot. The repeated 
legal challenges levied by Lungren 
against Peron’s Cannabis Cultiva¬ 
tors Club are beginning to look “in¬ 
creasingly like a petty personal at¬ 
tack against his rival candidate,” ac¬ 
cording to one government official 
who asked to remain anonymous. 

Peron joked to the B.A.R. 
about the two primary candidates 
facing off in court. “This is a first, 
I think. He’s tried to put me in jail 
for 12 years, and I’m trying to get 
to the Governor’s House! 


“My first official act will be to 
pardon myself, if I win.” 

Ruling disappoints DA 

Despite Lungren’s confident 
assertion that the ruling gives 
“proper guidance” to all law en¬ 
forcement agencies, Public Infor¬ 
mation Officer John Shanley from 
the office of San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
said the ruling gave no clear guid¬ 
ance to the District Attorney. 

“Absolutely it is not clear,” 
Shanley stated emphatically. “This 
ruling really just further muddies 
the water. It doesn’t make clear to 
people who are sick and in need 
of medicinal marijuana how to 
get [it] other than through illegal 
means.” 

The distinction made by the 
court seemed to be little more 
than splitting hairs when it tried 
in its ruling to distinguish be-

tween “selling” marijuana, which 
is illegal, and a primary caregiver 
(a classification the CDC did not 
fit into, in the court’s opinion) 
legally supplying pot and receiv¬ 
ing “remuneration.” 

“This is about the civil injunc¬ 
tion that they used to close the 
Cannabis Buyers’ Club in August,” 
Peron explained. “That was an in¬ 
junction that says we were selling 
pot here, and that is illegal. Then 
we passed Proposition 215. Judge 
David Garcia of Superior Court of 
San Francisco ordered the CBC re¬ 
opened in accordance with the 
new law, and said we could dis¬ 
tribute marijuana if people have 
letters of diagnosis from their doc¬ 
tor and approval of the doctor. 
And that is exactly what we did. 

“That court order was ap¬ 
pealed, and the decision came 
down that we cannot be a caregiv¬ 
er for thousands of people and sell 
to them, but we can be a caregiv¬ 
er for thousands of people and 
cultivate for them, and we could 
be remunerated for our costs, like 
the cost of fertilizer, the time and 
labor involved, et cetera. It’s a 
convoluted decision that says you 
can’t sell but you can be remuner¬ 
ated, and that’s just another word 
for sell. At the same time, the de¬ 
cision is all political. This whole 
thing is political, essentially trying 
to thwart the will of the people, 
but I don’t think the people are 
going to stand by and let that hap¬ 
pen. We are not ruled by an oli¬ 
garchy. We are ruled by democra¬ 
cy. It’s not about marijuana any¬ 
more, now it’s about democracy 
and whether we really have a voice 
in America.” 

So who is a primary caregiver? 
“It’s a semantics game,” said 
Peron. “What I am going to do is 
use their terms, and come back at 
them. It is not a buyers club. It is a 
cultivators club, because we legal¬ 
ized cultivation. I really am the 
caregiver.” 

The issue before the Supreme 
Court will be to assess the intent of 
Prop. 215. Shanley told the B.A.R., 
“I think that Dennis Peron knows 
pretty well what the intent of the 
initiative was — to provide medi¬ 
cinal marijuana, to patients who 
need it, in a legal manner. I think 
the clubs being primary caregiver 
makes perfectly good sense. If the 
Supreme Court looks at it, they 
will have to look at it according to 
the intent of the initiative,,and 
that’s pretty clear to all of us. 

“Lungren asked us [the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office] to bust the 
CCC prior to Prop. 215, and we 
declined to do that. He asked the 
Feds to, they declined to do it, so 
he went and did it himself.” 

Hallinan also expressed a com¬ 
passionate perspective on the 
court ruling. “I am disappointed 
in it,” he told the B.A.R. “It was 
not very well thought-out. It’s full 
of conflicts and not entirely hon¬ 
est. All three judges did agree that 
the club was not a ‘primary care¬ 


giver.’ I think, partly, none of them 
are familiar with how the CCC 
and other clubs operate, that they 
are, in fact, done properly. 

“The majority decision was 
based on the grounds that Prop. 
215 exempted possession and cul¬ 
tivation, but it didn’t exempt sales. 
Therefore, you can’t sell marijua¬ 
na, even if it is done for no profit, 
so the club was guilty of violating 
the law. Well, that’s a pretty stupid 
decision, if you ask me, because 
that way it means the only way a 
sick person can get marijuana is 
to grow it themselves, and how 
can a person dying of AIDS grow 
marijuana? What, are you going 
to wait nine months to get it? It is 
not a well thought-out decision.” 

Judicial voice of reason 

One of the judges does agree 
with Hallinan. The B.A.R. ob¬ 
tained the court’s decision, and the 
documents in fact show the opin¬ 
ion of Judge J. Kline differing 
markedly with the other two 
judges, P.J. Peterson and J. Haning. 
Judge Kline’s more tempered con¬ 
clusion was that “by enacting 
[Prop. 215], the voters of this state 
sought to ensure that seriously ill 
Californians have the right to ob¬ 
tain and use marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes. The ‘right to obtain’ 
marijuana is, of course, meaning¬ 
less if it cannot legally be satisfied.” 

Kline also cited that some fun¬ 
damental intents of Prop. 215 
may not be fully taken into ac¬ 
count by the other two judges, 
writing that “practical realities 
dictate that there be some leeway 
in applying the statutory prohibi¬ 
tions pertaining to marijuana 


where strict enforcement would 
defeat or obstruct the purpose of 
Proposition 215. Local govern¬ 
ments in California are now ex¬ 
ploring ways in which to respon¬ 
sibly implement the new law so as 
to relieve those medically in need 
of marijuana, but unable to culti¬ 
vate it, from the need to do so. I 
do not think we should make gra¬ 
tuitous blanket determinations 
which might prematurely inter¬ 
fere with those efforts.” 

Hallinan told the B.A.R., “I 
think Dennis [Peron] should pre¬ 
pare an affidavit for the Supreme 
Court about how carefully his 
club works, how carefully people 
are screened, how they verify doc¬ 
tors, recommendations how the 
Health Department supervises it, 
how the District Attorney’s office 
supervises it.” 

Still, Hallinan sees reason to 
feel hopeful. “I don’t think people 
should get too disappointed too 
soon. This ruling definitely mer¬ 
its an opinion by the Supreme 
Court. When you read it, you just 
go,‘It’s gobbledygook,’you know? 
It merits the Supreme Court 
opinion to explain it, to make it 
clear. Hopefully, they will do that 
and then we can go from there. 
Otherwise, people better be pre¬ 
pared to grow a lot of plants.” 

Peron seems unworried, and 
determined to continue to oper¬ 
ate. “We are not going to close 
these doors,” he said. “We are not 
going to send our patients out to 
the streets to buy marijuana. We 
are going to continue operation. 
If they want to bring in the tanks, 
bring in their agents, then so be it! 
Let them come!” T

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Great gifts from thin air

hat would we do without 
air? 

It gives us oxygen. It 
gives us our fog, clouds, and rain. 
And more importantly this time 
of year, it gives us ideas for holi¬ 
day gifts on any budget, ranging 
from home decoration and elec¬ 
tronics to world travel. 

For high-tech-minded , gift- 
givers, communication through 
the air can be shared through 
many different gifts. One possibil¬ 
ity is a little device ever-more-fre- 
quently seen on sidewalks and in 
cars: a cell phone. 

John Wolford, manager of 
Rainbow Wireless (2354 Market 
Street) said cellular phones have 
become very mainstream this 
year. 

“Last year, it was still kind of a 
pretentious item to own, but I 
think that’s not the case so much 
anymore,” Wolford said. “It’s be¬ 
coming an increasingly acceptable 
thing to have now.” 

Traditional cellular phones 
aren’t always the easiest gift, how¬ 
ever, because the cell phones are 
usually purchased as part of a ser¬ 
vice plan that requires a credit 
check and* signed service con¬ 
tract. 

But a new type of wireless 
phone, a PCS phone, is available 
this year and presents a new gift 
option, Wolford said. With excel¬ 
lent sound quality, security, fea¬ 
tures and pricing options, Wol¬ 
ford said the new PCS wireless 
telephones “wipe cell phones right 
off the map.” 

Wolford said PCS phones also 
make better gifts than traditional 
cellular phones, because the 
phone is purchased from a retail¬ 
er, and the service plan can be 
arranged later through Sprint or 


Pacific Bell. 

Pagers also make an easy gift, 
Wolford said, because a pager is 
purchased with a fixed price (usu¬ 
ally $100-140) which includes a 
year of service. 

If wireless electronics interest 
your loved ones, another air-ori¬ 
ented gift idea is wireless head¬ 
phones or speakers. 

Bill Smullin, salesman at Eber 
Electronic Supply (2355 Market 
Street) said the options for wire¬ 
less sound delivery range from 
$69 headphones to $499 speakers, 
or even waterproof speakers that 
can be used outdoors. 

Both the headphones and 
speakers are available in infrared 
systems or 900-megahertz fre¬ 
quency systems. Infrared systems 
have the better sound quality, 
Smullin said, but they have a 
range of only about 20 feet, as op¬ 
posed to 150 feet for the 900-mhz 
systems, and the infrared systems 
must be in a visible line of sight

|| iving on a coast has its own 
special joys, especially 
c around the holidays when 
the water surrounding us brings 
exceptional opportunities to cele¬ 
brate the season. 

Take, for instance, views of the 
city, which we often take for 
granted. It’s difficult to view the 
city when you’re actually in it, but 
with a little imagination (and a 
sense of adventure), the views are 
there for the asking — and, even 
better, for the giving and sharing.

As it un¬ 
folds before the two of you, the 
Hyatt Regency, Embarcadero 
Center, Transamerica Pyramid, 
and all the twinkling lights of the 
city combine to make the best 
Christmas present anyone could 
wish for. 

This ferry, of course, serves 
drinks, so belly up to the bar for 
your favorite cocktail, and take a 
walk on the bridge. If it’s a cool 
night, hats and scarves are recom¬ 
mended, so you can get the full ef¬ 
fect of that bracing salt air. Pass¬ 
ing under the Bay Bridge is excit¬ 
ing, but looking back at the city 
with the bejeweled bridge in the 
foreground has to be one of the 
great sights^this country has to 
offer. 

No adventure is complete 
without a destination, and yours 
is Jack London Square, where they 
not only decorate their waterfront 
for the holidays, but the boats that 
moor there as well. The best spot 
to visit is the tiny First and Last 
Chance Saloon, which has been 
a bar since 1883, is now a histori¬ 
cal landmark, and showcases a 
fascinating collection of Jack Lon¬ 
don memorabilia. Call for ferry

To combine exercise with your 
waterfront experience, the Kristi 
Yamaguchi ice rink, right at the 
Embarcadero Center, offers out¬ 
door 90-minute skating sessions 
($6) through February 16, 1998. 
Here’s the best place to bring a 
great skater to show off (or an

ambitious beginner to learn how 
to become a great skater), and 
have lots of fun doing it. They 
have a skating school, group rates 
are available, and they’re open 
Christmas Eve, Christmas Day, 
New Year’s Eve and New Year’s 
Day, rain or shine. For those who 
want to ring out the old year or 
start off the new year in style, the 
entire rink can be reserved for pri¬ 
vate parties (including skate 
rental) for a mere $1,200-$ 1,500. 

There’s an unconfirmed 
rumor that the rink will soon be 
offering Karaoke nights, where 
non-skating friends can serenade 
their more physically coordinated 
buddies whilst they whirl around 
the rink. Sounds like a San Fran- 
cisco-style idea that needs some 
dressing up from our drag 
queens. Call for your skating ex¬ 
perience at (415) 956-2688. 

(San Francisco used to have an 
old ice-skating rink installed at 
Union Square, but that has evap¬ 
orated like the snows of yester¬ 
year. However, no friend of 
Dorothy who happens to be in 
that vicinity during the holidays 
should miss the fabulous show¬ 
girls that adorn the Saks Fifth Av¬ 
enue windows. These hand-craft¬ 
ed icons, a collaboration between 
Saks and a company called 
Spaeth, come away with first prize 
in window decoration this year. 


San Francisco, Los Angeles, Palm 
Beach, New York, and Washing¬ 
ton, DC are represented by se- 
quined and feathered divas, 
adorned with headdresses remi¬ 
niscent of Beach Blanket Babylon 
beauties. Kiddies obviously enjoy 
them, but only the real queen in 
us all can relate to getting “dolled 
up” like these ladies. To keep with 
our watery theme here, you can 
stop inside Saks and take a look at 
(and sniff of) their extensive col¬ 
lection of eaus de cologne. 

Castro things 

Any discussion of water-based 
offerings would be incomplete 
without mentioning water-based 
lubricants. They are available in 
abundance (flavored and non-fla- 
vored) at Jaguar Adult Books at 
4057 18th Street. The vast collec¬ 
tion of more than a dozen lubes 
start at $9.50 for a nine-ounce 
bottle; silicone-based (but still 
water-soluble) lubes are more ex¬ 
pensive, at $18 for a six-ounce 
bottle. 

Around the corner and up the 
street, Friendly Spirits at 572 

Castro Street has a selection of 
Beaus de vie (literally, “waters of 
life”), which are fruit-flavored 
brandies so dry that they may lit¬ 
erally leave a first-time drinker 
breathless. They are available in 
cherry, pear, and raspberry at 
$23.99 per 375 ml bottle. Apple 
Beau de vie - imported, unlike the 
other flavors, which are produced 
in Alameda - is $21.99. (Call 864- 
2273 for more information about 
Friendly Spirits’ many products.) 

After a day of shopping, or an 
evening on the Bay, there’s no bet¬ 
ter place to rest up and reminisce 
about the sights you enjoyed than 
at D’Range, the newest restau¬ 
rant, catering facility, and deli in 
the Castro. Ryan’s occupied this 
space for years, and the site has 
been happily renovated by owner 
and executive chef Allan Brown, a 
graduate of the Culinary Institute 
of America, with assistance from 
sous chef Brian Way. 

Possibly because Brown was 
the executive sous chef at

T he Reverend Troy D. Perry, 
moderator and founder of 
the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches (UFMCC), met with 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Arch¬ 
bishop Desmond Tutu in Johan¬ 
nesburg, South Africa on Friday, 
December 12 for a wide-ranging 
discussion of human rights issues. 

During the meeting, Perry 
thanked Tutu for his leadership in 
ensuring inclusion of protections 
on the basis of sexual orientation 
in the new South African consti¬ 
tution. Perry shared how this ac¬ 
complishment has helped to mo¬ 
bilize gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgendered people in the Unit¬ 
ed States to seek protections from 
Congress, including laws that 
would ensure their basic rights to 
work for a living without the fear 


of discrimination based on sexual 
orientation. 

Both Tutu and Perry discussed 
the roles that religion plays in the 
ongoing debates around sexual 
orientation. Tutu noted that reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists have ques¬ 
tioned the right of the govern¬ 
ment to add sexual orientation to 
the South African constitution, 
and that they want simple an¬ 
swers to life’s hard questions. 

“Some people always try to 
take the Bible literally and legalis- 
tically,” Tutu said. “Quoting the 
Bible is not enough.” 

“Parents must love their chil¬ 
dren.” Tutu added. “It is a shame 
that fathers still teach their sons 
not to cry as though that would 
make them seem like a woman. 
Fathers teach their sons not to 
have real feelings. Every human 
being should rejoice and celebrate 
both our masculine and feminine 
sides.”

Perry and Tutu reviewed a 
range of other human rights is¬ 
sues, including their common op¬ 
position to the death penalty. 
Tutu also discussed his work as 
chair of South Africa’s Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, 
which will conclude its work in 
June, 1998. At that time, Tutu will 
become a visiting professor at 
Emory University in Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

Perry extended an invitation 
for Tutu to address the 1999 Gen¬ 
eral Conference and World Jubilee 
of the UFMCC in Los Angeles, at 


which the denomination will ded¬ 
icate its new $5 million UFMCC 
World Center headquarters com¬ 
plex. Tutu indicated that his resi¬ 
dence in the United States at that 
time makes it more likely that he 
would be able to accept the invi¬ 
tation. 

Others in attendance for the 
meeting included Tutu’s wife, 
Leah; Perry’s spouse, Phillip De- 
Blieck; and the Reverend Andre 
Muller, UFMCC area coordinator 
for South Africa. ▼

I feel like a gay child with ho¬ 
mophobic parents,” said John 
J. McNeil in describing his re¬ 
lationship with the Catholic 
Church. “This is the first time in 
25 years I’ve been able to speak at 
a podium such as this.” 

The forum was “Bridging the 
Gap: A Theological Debate about 
Homosexuality and Catholicism,” 
held on the campus of George¬ 
town University on December 6. 
It was sponsored by New Ways 
Ministry and three campus 
groups. 

The very fact of the event had 
prompted strong objections from 
Washington’s Cardinal James A. 
Hickey. “The Church’s teaching 
will not receive a fair hearing,” he 
charged in the archdiocese’s news¬ 
paper. 

The Jesuit-run university trod 
a fine line in allowing it to take 
place. It pointed out that the uni¬ 
versity per se did not sponsor the 
event; student organizations did. 
It balanced promoting “the teach¬ 
ing of the Catholic Church on all 
issues, including human sexuali¬ 
ty” with “the free exchange of 
ideas [that] is essential to our aca¬ 
demic mission.” 

McNeil’s “homecoming” was 
the emotional core of the event 
for most of the 300-plus who 
filled the hall to capacity. The 72- 
year-old former priest and gay 
psychotherapist recounted, “In 
1977, the Vatican ordered me to 
silence. I was not allowed to speak 
publicly as a Jesuit for almost ten 
years. I could not appear on a 
panel like this. I could not write 
articles. I could not speak to the 
media. Finally, I was ordered to 
give up all ministry to gays and 
lesbians. And when I could not in 
conscience fulfill that order, the 
Vatican ordered me to be dis¬ 
missed from the Society of Jesus.” 
He criticized Church policy 


that absolves homosexual en¬ 
counters of the “boy-was-I- 
drunk-last-night” variety while it 
condemns longterm committed 
relationships. He concluded that 
the Church actually “promoted 
promiscuous sex” through its po¬ 
sition. 

McNeil turned to Genesis 2, 
which says it is not good to live 
alone, every human needs a com¬ 
panion of his or her own kind. 
The Church acknowledged this in 
blessing marriages without the 
possibility of children. “To con¬ 
tinue to use the heterosexual 
norm as the universal norm is ob¬ 
viously wrong,” he concluded. 

Richard McCormick, SJ, a the¬ 
ologian at Notre Dame University, 
argued what is known as the revi¬ 
sionist position. He began by 
quoting from a 1980 pastoral let¬ 
ter of Archbishop Quinn: “Ho¬ 
mosexuality is enormously com¬ 
plex in its origins, its psychologi¬ 
cal vectors, medical ramifications, 
societal norms, and in the appli¬ 
cation of valid moral principles to 
individual cases.” 

He praised marriage as the 
context for full sexual expression 
and to “escape the narcissism that 
affects all of us.” But he asked, 
“What about those who can’t?,” 
those who are homosexual. 
“There are times when we should 
not urge on people things we 
know they can’t do. ... We must 
provide a pastoral alternative.” 

James P. Hanigan represented 
the magisterial, or more tradi¬ 
tional, wing of the church. He is a 
former Jesuit, now married, and 
professor of theology at 
Duquesne University in Pitts¬ 
burgh. The Cardinal’s invective 
had given him “considerable 
pause” about participating, but he 
concluded that all views “have to 
be given social space. ... We can 
and we must grow to see more 
than our fathers and mothers in 
the faith saw, but we dare not 
grow to see less.” ▼

H | nderscoring its commit¬ 
ment to advancing the field 
it; $ of lesbian health, the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association 
(GLMA) has hired its first full-time 
national advocate; Grace Flannery, 
a longtime executive in the non¬ 
profit sector, joined San Francisco- 
based GLMA December 1 as direc¬ 
tor of the Lesbian Health Fund 
(LHF), which is the only dedicated 
source of funding for lesbian health 
research in the world.

crease awareness among re¬ 
searchers of this funding source.” 

Founded in 1992, the LHF has 
awarded more than $158,000 to 
22 research projects throughout 
the country. LHF-funded re¬ 
searchers are currently addressing 
a wide range of lesbian health is¬ 
sues, such as how to improve les¬ 
bian and bisexual women’s access 
to gynecological services, alterna¬ 
tive insemination methods used 
by lesbians, and risk factors for 
osteoporosis and bone density in 
lesbians. LHF has also funded 
projects to determine the best 
methods to educate health work¬ 
ers about lesbian health needs and 
to teach lesbians themselves about 
lesbian health issues. 

“My goal for this work is to in¬ 
crease the capacity of the LHF so 
that it will be able to fund signifi¬ 
cant research projects, and as a re¬ 
sult, impact mainstream health 
providers,” Flannery told the 
B.A.R ., adding that plans for new 
fundraising initiatives are in 
progress. “The LHF has awarded 
$158,000 in grants, and that’s 
been possible primarily through 
lesbian health care practitioners. 
They will remain the base of sup¬ 
port, and we’ll work to reach out 
to the community as a whole.” 

Marj Plumb, a longtime les¬ 
bian health advocate and GLMA’s 
public policy director, said the 
new position is long overdue. “For 


all underserved communities, re¬ 
search is the cornerstone of sound 
medical practices and public 
health policy. This position will 
play a significant role in increas¬ 
ing funding for research, opening 
publishing doors, and supporting 
the efforts of lesbian health ac¬ 
tivists throughout the country.” 

Ben Schatz, GLMA’s executive 
director, pointed out that Flan¬ 
nery’s hiring is the latest represen¬ 
tation of the national association’s 
growth and expanded efforts to 
improve lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender health services. Other 
work this year includes the estab¬ 
lishment of a public policy de¬ 
partment, the launch of the Jour¬ 
nal of the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association, and the world’s first 
peer-reviewer, multi-disciplinary 
journal dedicated to lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender health, 
in March. The association has also 
experienced a four-fold increase in 
membership over the last five 
years, with over 2,000 queer physi¬ 
cians, medical students, and their 
supporters now belonging to the 
organization. V

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City Attorney investigates 
HPPC over alleged 
Brown Act violation

't' he City Attorney’s Office is 
investigating whether ac- 
II tions taken at the December 
11 HIV Prevention Planning 
Council (HPPC) meeting may 
have violated the state’s Ralph M. 
Brown Act, following an inquiry 
from the Bay Area Reporter. At the 
meeting, the council held a 
lengthy discussion about charges 
in anonymous letters made 
against the National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention (NTFAP). After 
nearly two hours of discussion, the 
council made two motions and 
voted on them, even though the 
entire matter was under the public 
comment portion of the agenda 
and therefore could not be acted 
on by the council if the body falls 
under the purview of the state’s 
open meeting law. 

The motions approved by the 
council were 1) to ask the AIDS 
Office to have councilmembers 
formally participate in monitor¬ 
ing of the local programs of the 
NTFAP, and 2) for the HPPC to 
conduct a needs assessment with 
the assistance of the AIDS Office, 
to determine needs of HIV pre¬ 
vention services for gay men of 
color. 

While it has not yet been de¬ 
termined whether the HPPC has 
to abide by the state’s open meet¬ 
ing law, Assistant City Attorney 
Paula Jesson told the B.A.R. she 
has requested all documents relat¬ 
ing to the formation of the plan¬ 
ning council, which was estab¬ 
lished several years ago under a 
contractual agreement between 
the city and the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC). The B.A.R. notified 
the city attorney’s office Friday, 
December 12 that it felt the HPPC 
had acted illegally; under the 
Brown Act, items brought up dur¬ 
ing public comment cannot be 
acted upon; they must either be 
referred to a committee or placed 
on the agenda for action at a fu¬ 
ture meeting. Additionally, the 
council cannot discuss items 
under public comment, they can 
only ask clarifying questions, ac¬ 
cording to the Brown Act. 

If it is determined that the 
HPPC does have to follow the 
Brown Act, the actions taken at 
the December 11 meeting would 
have to be rescinded, and the mat¬ 
ter would have to placed on the 
agenda for a future meeting. Un¬ 
like the Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council, which has 
authority to make binding deci¬ 
sions, the HPPC is advisory only; 
however, the Brown Act does 
apply to advisory bodies created 
by charter, ordinance, resolution, 
or formal action. 

No info, false info 

HPPC co-chair Ellen Gold¬ 
stein did not return B.A.R. phone 
calls seeking information about 
the council’s potentially illegal ac¬ 
tions. Norm Nickens, assistant di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Office, attend¬ 
ed last week’s meeting along with 
Barry Brinkley, the city’s new di¬ 
rector of HIV prevention. As of 
December 16, Nickens told the 
B.A.R. that the matter will be put 
off until the HPPC’s January 8 
meeting, at which time a formal 
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Mario Solis-Marich, chief executive officer of the NTFAP. 


decision is expected from the city 
attorney’s office. 

NTFAP administrators ques¬ 
tioned other actions by the HPPC 
last week relating to distribution 
of undated, unsigned anonymous 
letters that were critical of the 
NTFAP and the Native American 
AIDS Program (NAAP) it over¬ 
sees. The letters were distributed 
to planning council members 
with a cover letter on Department 
of Public Health (DPFI) letter¬ 
head. Attorney Geoff Kors, repre¬ 
senting the task force, told the 
B.A.R. that move was potentially 
libelous. “It was giving the im¬ 
pression the city is sending out 
false information,” Kors said, 
adding that some of the state¬ 
ments in the letters are blatantly 
false.“[HPPC member] Maria Ri¬ 
naldi pointed out false informa¬ 
tion in the letters at the meeting.” 

In a move that seemed to con¬ 
firm that, Nickens sent out a no¬ 
tice December 10 regarding the 
anonymous letters that stated in 
part, “The fact that these letters 
were forwarded by San Francisco 
Department of Public Health staff 
should not in any way be taken as 
an endorsement of the informa¬ 
tion provided in the letters, or as 
evidence of any position regard¬ 
ing the matter by DPH.” 

Mario Solis-Marich, chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the NTFAP, told 
the B.A.R. he’s glad the city attor¬ 
ney’s office will be looking into 
the actions of the HPPC. “The 
HPPC is a community body, and 
it is also accountable,” he said. “I’d 
like to reiterate that it’s extremely 
important that organizations be 
held accountable, but it’s also im¬ 
portant that we, as a community, 
understand if people make 
charges, there is a proper way, and 
people need to take responsibility 
for them by signing letters,” Solis- 
Marich said. 

At last week’s meeting, Solis- 
Marich took issue with the way 
the HPPC handled the matter. 
“We were not informed the letter 
was received by the HPPC or dis¬ 
tributed,” he said, adding that the 
NTFAP has just been audited by 
the DPH, and the information 
about the audit is public. 

Among other things, one of 


the anonymous letters alleges low 
units of service provided by the 
NAAP, and other concerns with 
the program. Solis-Marich told 
the HPPC that they are already. 
providing more units of service 
than their contracts call for. ▼

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HIV-positive man 
dies after organ denial

I n the United States, people in¬ 
fected with HIV are not likely 
to be allowed to have whole 
organ transplants. People with 
HIV are often left to die, despite 
the fact that several well-publi¬ 
cized operations during the 1980s 
have shown HIV+ organ trans¬ 
plantation to be safe and effective. 
Institutionalized prejudice toward 
people with HIV and ignorance 
about how AIDS progresses have 
led to rules that exclude HIV+ 
persons from organ transplant 
waiting lists. Only recently, new 
avenues of hope have opened for 
HIV+ would-be organ recipients. 

• The nebulous nature of the 
rules and conditions involved in 
organ transplant decisions is well 
illustrated in the tragic case of 


Gary Bent. 

Bent was a 31-year-old New 
Yorker who worked for Chase 
Manhattan Bank. He was an 
African-American who was born 
in Jamaica, grew up in Wisconsin, 
received two degrees from 
the University of Miami, 
and was on the fast 
track at Chase in the ( 
executive develop¬ 
ment program. His 
partner was Steve Folese, 
a native New Yorker who 
worked in the music 
industry. 

Gary weighed 190 
pounds and was 
strong and hand¬ 
some. He was in excellent health 
and presumably HIV-negative. He 
had no previous liver or major 
health problems. On October 2, 
1997, Gary felt like he might have 
a flu. He went to his doctor the 


next day. His eyes began to yellow, 
and he could not eat or keep 
down food. His doctor diagnosed 
hepatitis. Bent went home and 
seemed to improve a bit over the 
next two days. 

On October 7, when Bent be¬ 
came very confused and 
forgetful, Folese brought 
him to the emergency 
room at St. Vincent’s 
in New York. Later, his 
condition improved a 
bit and he was sent 
home. By the next day, 
he had grown much 
worse, and Folese 
called his doctor. The 
nurse answered and 
said that the doctor would call 
right away. After Folese waited for 
four hours and heard nothing, he 
finally called the doctor again that 
evening. 

The doctor was angry and

volunteer active in 
many groups.

Why hadn’t he called soon¬ 
er? Folese explained that he had, 
and the doctor blurted out that 
Folese must immediately call 911 
for an ambulance. So Bent was 
once again on his way back to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. Folese still did 
not know that Bent had acute he¬ 
patitis, and his liver was being 
quickly destroyed. 

At this point, Folese realized 
that things were not under con¬ 
trol, and he began to become very 
aggressive with the medical per¬ 
sonnel. “I knew I’d better start 
asking questions,” Folese said. A 
CAT scan was performed only 
after hours of insistence by Bent’s 


been done in the preceding ten 
years. A 1989 study published in 
the journal Transplantation docu¬ 
mented 25 HIV+ organ trans¬ 
plantations. The study, which was 
written by the eminent researcher 
Dr. Thomas E. Starzl, concluded 
that survival rates for HIV+ organ 
recipients were slightly shorter 
than for HIV- transplant patients. 
He also showed that AIDS-free 
time for HIV+ transplant patients 
was slightly shorter than non¬ 
transplant HIV+ hemophiliac 
controls. The study did not 
achieve statistical significance in 
terms of reduced survival rates for 
HIV+ transplant patients, and 


about the Pittsburgh or California 
options. Folese and his friends 
called up all the various AIDS or¬ 
ganizations and newsletters and 
eventually found out about the 
Pittsburgh study themselves. 
Folese was livid. He called local 
television reporters and demand¬ 
ed a meeting with top Mt. Sinai 
transplant doctors. 

Later, at Sinai, Folese and 
Bent’s family were taken into a 
small conference room to discuss 
the dilemma. “They never would 
have talked to me had I not called 
the TV station,” Folese remem¬ 
bered. Seated around a small table 
with the same people who make

Why hadn’t Mt. Sinai told 
Folese about Pittsburgh? Folese 
speculated that it was because 
Bent was black, gay, and HIV+. 
“They refused to see Bent as a 
unique and valuable individual, 
he was labeled as HIV-positive — 
and that is all they saw,” reported 
Folese. At one point, a friend of 
Bent’s heard a Sinai doctor say 
that they certainly would not 
waste a liver on such a patient. 

In the small conference room 
Bent began to raise his voice, say¬ 
ing, “You can’t answer this ques¬ 
tion, can you? Can you?” One 
Sinai surgeon was clearly agitated. 
He bristled as he said, “If you con¬ 
tinue to talk to me in that tone of 
voice, I will ask you to leave the 
room!” The Sinai doctors said that 
it was not their fault that they did 
not know about Pittsburgh. 

"They knew,” remarked Folese, 
“and he [the Sinai doctor] was a 
disgusting human being.” 

Doctors at the Pittsburgh 
transplant center spoke with 
Folese and Bent’s doctors. There 


was some further delay, and then 
finally Pittsburgh flew in their pa¬ 
tient transport team. Mt. Sinai of¬ 
ficials did not want to give up the 
patient. 

“They said that the move 
would kill Bent. Well, he was 
going to die anyway, so we went 
for it” Folese stated. 

By Saturday morning, Bent 
was a resident at his last hospital. 
He was still in a coma, and his 
condition was worsening. It was 
suspected that his brain function 
was dying. There was no liver im¬ 
mediately available, and Bent was 
running out of time. But the Pitts¬ 
burgh doctors refused to give up, 
and Folese and Bent’s family were 
heartened and given new hope. 

A few days passed, and it 
looked like Bent’s liver was getting 
better. But his brain was not. A 
CAT scan revealed little or no 
function. It was decided to stop 
certain medications to see if Bent 
would begin to come out of the 
coma. He did not, and he died the 
following Thursday at 2:15 p.m. T 


assembled friends. It was deter¬ 
mined that Bent needed a liver, 
and he was transferred to Mt. 
Sinai Hospital in New York. 

Oil the way out the door at St. 
Vincent’s, a trusted nurse talked 
Folese into signing a release to 
allow the hospital to test Bent’s 
blood for HIV. Folese was not 
Bent’s durable power of attorney, 
and never should have been asked 
to give permission for an HIV an¬ 
tibody test. When Folese asked the 
nurse if this would jeopardize 
Bent’s chances to receive a liver 
transplant, the nurse assured him 
that HIV was not an exclusion cri¬ 
terion for transplant operations. 
She promised him that others 
would come to his aid if this be¬ 
came a problem. She was either 
misinformed, or she lied. No one 
from St. Vincent’s would come to 
Folese and Bent’s aid. 

Sorry, liver’s off 

On Tuesday evening, Bent ar¬ 
rived at Mt. Sinai to begin evalua¬ 
tion for a liver transplant. All re¬ 
sults were good, and a liver had 
been located. The liver was mar¬ 
ginal, meaning that it would only 
be used for an immediately termi¬ 
nal patient. The liver came from 
an IV-using drug addict. To the 
desperate Folese, the liver seemed 
acceptable. 

At this time, Bent was in a 
coma and Folese was calling all 
the shots. Bent’s family was fran¬ 
tically trying to find flights to New 
York City. Hours went by, and still 
the operation was not taking 
place. Finally Folese was told that 
the organ was no longer available. 
Folese was astonished and pressed 
the issue. A short time after that, 
he was informed that the HIV test 
had come back positive. The doc¬ 
tors at Mt. Sinai said that they 
were sorry, and there was nothing 
more that could be done. Bent 
could not have a liver because he 
has HIV+. 

Folese did not accept this re¬ 
jection without a fight. He de¬ 
manded to know why HIV-posi¬ 
tive persons could not have trans¬ 
plants. A Sinai Doctor said that if 
Bent were given the immune sup¬ 
pression drugs to keep the organ 
from being rejected, these drugs 
would bring on full-blown AIDS. 
Although Bent was without AIDS 
symptoms, Folese was told that he 
would die of AIDS in a matter of 
months. Folese was told that for 
this reason, no transplants were 
ever done for people with HIV. 

Actually, several transplants on 
HIV+ individuals had already 


Starzl commented in the paper’s 
discussion section that persons 
with HIV should not be excluded 
from organ transplantation. 

At the time the study was con¬ 
ducted, there were no approved 
antiviral treatments for HIV dis¬ 
ease. Starzl’s patients were able to 
live longer lives with new organs 
while taking immune suppression 
drugs and not treating HIV. By 
the mid-1990s, there were numer¬ 
ous effective treatments for HIV. 
Yet UNOS and regional centers 
have continually cited this study 
as a reason for organ denial. 

How immune 
suppressors work 

Immune suppression agents 
such as Cyclosporin and its cousin 
drugs have unique mechanisms of 
action in relation to HIV disease. 
HIV attacks human helper T-cells 
during activation periods. Cy¬ 
closporin-like drugs also attack 
helper T-cells during activation. 
Some doctors and scientists have 
long wondered if cyclosporin 
might not actually help slow the 
progression of AIDS. ViRx, a Cal¬ 
ifornia drug company, is studying 
this possibility as this paper is 
being written. 

When patients receive trans¬ 
plants, the doses of immune sup¬ 
pression drugs are carefully calcu¬ 
lated to achieve a desired drop in 
certain immune cell numbers. 
These drops are measured until 
the correct dose of drug is found. 
The dose is enough to maintain 
suppression so that the organ 
does not get rejected, but not so 
much that the patient is not able 
to fight off infections. This care¬ 
fully induced immune dysfunc¬ 
tion is very similar to the condi¬ 
tions inherent in the HIV-infected 
immune system. HIV patients 
and doctors monitor immune cell 
numbers monthly. Finding the 
correct dose of cyclosporin in a 
transplant situation is an exten¬ 
sion of what is already routine 
procedure in HIV care. 

Patients treating HIV effective¬ 
ly should not have to worry about 
full-blown AIDS or infections if 
cell numbers and suppression 
doses are closely monitored. This 
concept is currently in use as a 
treatment protocol at the Univer¬ 
sity of Pittsburgh Transplant Cen¬ 
ter, and the University of Califor¬ 
nia/San Francisco Medical Center. 

Mt. Sinai pleads ignorance 

At Mt. Sinai in New York, in vi¬ 
olation of the 1968 Organ Trans¬ 
plant Act, Folese was never told 


life and death decisions, Folese 
angrily pressed them to find out 
why he and Bent were never told 
about the Pittsburgh option. One 
doctor replied that Mt. Sinai doc¬ 
tors did not know that the proto¬ 
col existed anywhere. Folese re¬ 
sponded that that was totally un¬ 
believable. They must have 
known. Mt. Sinai and Pittsburgh 
regularly traded organs and con¬ 
sulted on patients. These two hos¬ 
pitals were number one and num¬ 
ber two in the ranking of large 
transplant centers.

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Ecuador approves gays, 
lets them have sex

j§| t’s now okay to be gay on the 
f§ equator. Or at least in Ecuador, 
i it’s cool to be queer. 

After more than a decade of 
activism on the part of local gays 
and lesbians, the Ecuadorian gov¬ 
ernment this month finally re¬ 
pealed a national sodomy law that 
threatened queers with up to eight 
years’ imprisonment for having 
sex with each other. The law was 
used not only to criminalize 
same-sex sexual activity between 
consenting adults, but to harass, 
discriminate against, and perse¬ 
cute anyone queer. 

“The recent repeal of the 
sodomy laws in Ecuador repre¬ 
sents a great victory for the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
communities in Ecuador,” said 
Julie Dorf of the International 
Gay & Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC). 


“This is an historical success of 
the lesbian and gay community 
and of the democracy of our 
country,” proclaimed Albis Cruz 
of the Ecuadorian Foundation of 
Actions and Education for the 
Promotion of Health (FEDAEPS). 
Back in 1994, his group had de¬ 
nounced the repression of sexual 
minorities in Ecuador before the 
Interamerican Commission on 
Human Rights (ICHR) of the Or¬ 
ganization of American States 
(OAS). 

Several Ecuadorian queer 
groups took legal action against 
the sodomy law, having been 
pushed into action by police who 
last June raided the Abanicos Bar 
in town of Cuenca and arrested 
14 gay men for “intention to 
commit a crime against morali¬ 
ty,” then proceeded to laugh, jeer, 
and leer as they let one detainee 
be raped twice by other inmates. 
Those outraged by the act in¬ 
cluded the Lesbian-Gay Ecuado¬ 


rian Andean Triangle Movement, 
the Lesbian-Gay Collective “En 
Directo,” the gay group Toler¬ 
ance, and the transgender group 
Coccinelli. 

Meanwhile activists gathered 
nearly 1,500 signatures from peo¬ 
ple all over Ecuador, demanding 
the case be heard by the Constitu¬ 
tional Tribunal, which in time 
consented to look into the matter. 
In its wisdom, after wading 
through an ocean of acronyms 
and a mound of legal briefs, the 
Tribunal determined that the law 
penalizing sodomy was unconsti¬ 
tutional. 

While Ecuador now joins the 
ranks of enlightened nations not 
actively punishing queer sex, a 
few of its sister Latin American 
nations continue to outlaw 
sodomy, including Chile, and 
Nicaragua. 

“These are the last states in 
Latin America that still criminalize 
homosexual activity,” said Mirka 


Ecuador, where things just got sunnier for gays and lesbians. 


Negroni, Regional Specialist at 
IGLHRC. “Let’s hope [those other 
nefarious nations] pay attention to 
the news from Quito.” T

niors and people with AIDS aren’t 
thrown out on the street during 
the city’s rent crisis. 

Ammiano, who formulated the 
legislation together with Supervi¬ 
sor Mabel Teng, assured support¬ 
ers and critics alike that the mora¬ 
torium meets the city’s broadest 
needs by protecting people in the 
two populations least able to cope 
with the high cost and both phys¬ 
ical and psychological duress 
caused by evictions. 

Unmoved by Ammiano’s hu- 
manitarianism, “Save Homeown¬ 
ers’ Rights” activists reserved their 
compassion for realtors, property 
developers, and building owners. 
They worried the legislation 
would quash the dreams of 
would-be homeowners, and 
throw the real-estate industry into 
disarray. 

Alternatively, opponents de¬ 
nounced the eviction moratori¬ 
um as a government “taking” of 
their private property, in viola¬ 
tion of their Constitutional

determine whether to approve the 
city project, the date ... and the 
procedure for obtaining informa¬ 
tion on submitting comments.” 
The signs would have to be clear¬ 
ly visible from the street, and 
would have to be posted at least 15 
days before consideration of ap¬ 
proval of the city project. 

Several people at the commit¬ 
tee hearing argued that such post¬ 
ings would violate the confiden¬ 
tiality of people who would utilize 
services at the site. 

Notification=power? 

In an interview this week, Yee 
was adamant his legislation would 
not have violated confidentiality. 
“It’s not going to reveal what ser¬ 
vices, it’s not going to reveal the 
specific population to be served. If 
it says ‘Health Department,’ how 
will that divulge [population]?” Yee 
said. “This is my way of opening up 
government to neighbors. What are 
we afraid of? For me, information 
is power, notification is power.” 

Stephen Cornell, president of 


rights. Yet as Supervisor Jose 
Medina noted prior to the vote, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
specifically upheld the right of 
local governments to restrict ten¬ 
ant evictions. 

“The legislation buys us some 
time until we can develop 
longterm solutions,” said Medina, 
who noted that in the last few 
years, evictions in the Mission 
District have risen 400 percent

“The legislation represents a 
Solomonic solution to an in¬ 
tractable problem,” said Supervi¬ 
sor Amos Brown. “It gives us time 
to cool off.” 

But landlord advocates at the 
meeting were anything but cool. 
They jeered and shook their fists 
at Supervisor Mabel Teng as she 
explained the need to protect the 
elderly and critically ill. 

“She’s a liar!” screamed one 
highly agitated young man as tele¬ 
vision news cameras zeroed in on 
his rage-contorted face. “She’s not 
fair!” 

Meanwhile, staffers at Supervi¬ 


se city’s Small Business Advisory 
Commission, testified at the hear¬ 
ing and said his group voted unan¬ 
imously in support of Yee’s propos¬ 
al. “This is an equality issue for us,” 
Cornell said, adding government 
and nonprofit organizations should 
have to “go through the same 
hoops” as small business owners. 

Not everyone saw it that way at 
the hearing. Mark Dunlop, the 
openly gay member of the city’s 
Redevelopment Commission, told 
the B.A.R. that Yee proposed the 
legislation for political gain. “Le- 
land is pandering to the lowest 
common denominator in an ef¬ 
fort to get himself more prestige. 
He’s historically worked hard to 
get the lesbian and gay vote - and 
then he turns around and kicks us 
where it hurts. 

“I also think that in San Fran¬ 
cisco, this sort of legislation is fas¬ 
cist. I think Leland Yee should be 
ashamed. What’s next? Are people 
going to be sewing on patches of 
cloth to designate what they’re in 
these houses for? I wish he would 
rethink this whole thing,” said 
Dunlop. 

Yee’s legislation states that the 
pre-approval notice is needed be- 


sor Leslie Katz’s office received an 
anonymous call from one woman 
incensed at gay support for the 
legislation. “I’ll never rent to gay 
white males in this city again!” she 
declared. 

Ammiano (a gay white male) 
himself received an e-mail mes¬ 
sage from someone “congratulat¬ 
ing” him, saying he had earned a 
3rd Quarter award for “the num¬ 
ber of penises sucked.” 

“It’s a touchy issue,” admitted 
Ammiano. 

In drafting the measure, Am¬ 
miano and Teng wrangled over 
its inclusion of people with HIV 
and AIDS. Teng had wanted to 
rescue only seniors from eviction 
(as long as they have lived in their 
units for at least 10 years). After 
heavy lobbying by lesbian and 
gay activists, however, and with 
Ammiano holding steadfast to 
his position, Teng agreed to a 
compromise including both se¬ 
niors and people with “cata¬ 
strophic illnesses,” such as AIDS 
and disabling HIV, who have 
lived in their unit for at least five 
years. 

The debate over the moratori- 


cause city projects “have at times 
been implemented with little or 
no direct notice to the public 
prior to project approval.” Asked 
for specific examples, Yee said 
none immediately came to mind. 

There is also a provision in the 
legislation for exemptions, among 
which are shelters for battered 
persons. Yee was asked why 
AIDS/HIV housing projects were 
not included as exemptions. 

“I’ve worked with domestic vi¬ 
olence victims and it’s important 
to keep the locations of those 
[shelters] confidential,” said Yee, 
who is a clinical psychologist. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation (SFAF) came out against 
Yee’s proposal at the hearing. 
While the foundation declined to 
talk to the B.A.R. about the issue, 
a tape of the meeting revealed that 
Laura Thomas, SFAF’s public pol¬ 
icy associate, said the organization 
is strongly opposed to the pre-ap¬ 
proval notice legislation. 

“Not only would the notice re¬ 
quirement violate the confiden¬ 
tiality of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, it would also increase 
the cost of providing much-need¬ 
ed services,” Thomas testified. ▼ 


um highlighted a rift in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Asian-American commu¬ 
nity, with large contingents of the 
population positioned on either 
side of the issue. The division 
makes clear that any minority 
group, not just gays and lesbians, 
can get to wrangling among 
themselves. 

In fact, gays and lesbians main¬ 
tained a low profile at the board 
meeting. While many people held 
placards declaring themselves to 
be on the side of either landlords 
or seniors, nobody held placards 
in support of people with HIV 
and AIDS.

mestic partners of employees if 
those benefits are offered to 
spouses. Last month, the Human 
Rights Commission (HRC), 
which oversees implementation 
of the law, reported to the Board 
of Supervisors that over 5,000 
companies have applied to the 
HRC for certification, and 91 per¬ 
cent are in compliance with the 
ordinance. 

The ACLJ had represented an¬ 
other company, PM&M Electric, 
Inc., in the second lawsuit that 
challenged the ordinance, and 
Wilken had joined that case with 
the ATA lawsuit. But just before 
she heard oral arguments, PM&M 
withdrew from the case. 

Unlike the unknown PM&M, 
the company in this latest lawsuit, 
S.D. Myers, Inc. (SDMI), has had 
several city contracts and just last 
month was the lowest qualified 
bidder on a city contract for 
maintenance of electrical trans¬ 
formers. Court documents stated 
that SDMI’s bid was rejected be¬ 
cause of the company’s refusal to 
provide domestic partner benefits 
for its unmarried employees. 
SDMI’s headquarters is in Tall- 
madge, Ohio, and the company 
has offices in several cities, in¬ 
cluding Fremont. SDMI has ap¬ 
proximately 400 employees, and 
provides a benefits package to 
them that includes health, dental, 
and vision insurance; disability; 
and death benefits. 

“The employee benefits plan 
does not extend to so-called ‘do¬ 
mestic partners’ as the San Fran¬ 
cisco domestic partner benefits 


that made it seem as though 
PWAs were riding to victory on 
the coat-tails of seniors. 

Whatever the appearance, the 
fact is the inclusive legislation is 
now awaiting review and action 
by Mayor Brown. He has indicat¬ 
ed his support for the measure, 
and every indication is that he will 
sign it into law. 

“The real work is still to come,” 
said Ammiano. Between now and 
the time the moratorium expires, 
the city will need to work out an 
equitable plan safeguarding citi¬

SDMI is being represented by 
the same team of attorneys that 
filed PM&M’s lawsuit: Jay Seku- 
low, from the ACLJ’s main office 
in Virginia Beach, Virginia; Ben¬ 
jamin Bull, of the ACLJ office in 
Scottsdale, Arizona; and Michael 
Millen, a lawyer based in San Jose. 
Robertson started the ACLJ as a 
legal advocacy group that would 
aggressively promote the Christ¬ 
ian right’s agenda as a response to 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 

The lawsuit stated that SDMI 
was notified in October that it 
was the lowest qualified bidder 
for a $143,455 contract to per¬ 
form maintenance services on 
city electrical transformers. The 
company was then notified by the 
HRC that it would need to com¬ 
ply with the domestic partner 
benefit ordinance. 

According to lawsuit, SDMI 
President Dana S. Myers wrote to 
the city on November 13, ex¬ 
plaining that the company was 
founded and operates on Christ¬ 
ian religious principles. “Mr. 
Myers’s letter explained that the 
Bible states that ‘sex outside the 
context of marriage is wrong,’ 
and that if SDMI ‘gave health in¬ 
surance to unmarried partners of 
employees, we [SDMI] would be 
approving of a lifestyle that God 
has said that we are not to ap¬ 
prove of.’ 

“Mr. Myers requested a reli¬ 
gious exemption from the ordi¬ 
nance,” the lawsuit stated. 

SDMI stated in the lawsuit 
that the bid it had sought was 
awarded to another company. ▼

I t was an FOB on the phone — a fan of Barbra. “You must be 
in seventh heaven,” the FOB told Ken Joachim as he was get¬ 
ting ready for his first visitors of the day at Hello Gorgeous!!, 
the Barbra Streisand Museum. After all, a so-much-in-love 
Barbra Streisand had just cried on television with Rosie O’¬ 
Donnell and snuggled with James Brolin for Barbara Wal¬ 
ters, all in support of a new album that debuted at the top of the 
charts. “Seventh heaven,” Joachim repeated, as if hearing the words 
again might help transport him there. 

In the 18 months since his store, gallery, and memorabilia 
collection devoted to all things Barbra opened, Joachim has dis¬ 
covered that it’s not just the mirror that has two faces. “A lot of 
people who come in here say, ‘It’s so neat to be in someone’s 
dream.’ But sometimes a dream can also be a nightmare.” 

Some of what Joachim is feeling are the usual woes of a pro¬ 
prietor of a small business — too many hours, too few dollars. 
But the past 18 months have also brought lessons in media ma¬ 
nipulation, Hollywood hypocrisy, and aspects of human nature 
that he never learned about in the business class that eventual¬ 
ly led him to create Hello Gorgeous!! 

That pivotal class, taken at City College in San Francisco, was 
in career exploration. “The instructor made us look at our belief 
systems,” said Joachim, who had already spent years in therapy 


trying to make sense of a life that began in poverty in a housing 
project in Ohio and included an abusive, alcoholic father. 

“I really changed my life,” said Joachim, who is 40. “I worked 
hard on changing the script, and the museum is part of that pro¬ 
ject. This was about doing something I liked.” 

For our meeting, Joachim was seated on a divan in the up¬ 
stairs room of the intimate museum, surrounded by dozens of 
paintings of Streisand he commissioned from various artists. 
Usually, and a little eerily, the room is populated with costumed 
mannequins all bearing the distinctive Streisand countenance. 
But on this day the room had been cleared for a series of shows 
by Streisand impersonator Greg Halstead, whose performances 
are part of Joachim’s efforts to keep the customers — and cred¬ 
itors — satisfied. 

• On the landing at the top of the stairs, a mini-diorama de¬ 
picts a ’60s living room with a vintage television forever tuned 
to early Streisand. “The Barbra I fell in love with was the Bar¬ 
bra of Funny Girl and Color Me Barbra ,” said Joachim. “She was 
not afraid of who she was. And since I had been told, ‘Don’t be 
creative, don’t be gay, don’t be yourself,’ that’s probably why I 
was attracted to her.”

1 || J e’ve just been hopping 
from one holiday bash to 
H another this past week, 
spreading Xmas cheer and bile 
like there’s no tomorrow. We must 
tell you, though, we’re miffed that 
we didn’t get an invite to the Ex¬ 
aminer's big Xmas party last Sat¬ 
urday on Treasure Island. We 
heard a fab time was had by all, 
and that Phil B. even brought 
Sharon S. As for that young re¬ 
porter who makes such a mean 
brown betty, we’re hoping Mr. D 
will call soon with the results of 
the big bake-off. 

Distressed by the Examiners 
oversight, we hopped on a plane 
to LA to check out the party scene 
down there. Perhaps it wasn’t a 
party, but the biggest “scene” we 
encountered was at the Getty 
Center, the spanking new muse¬ 
um and cultural complex that 
now sits atop the Santa Monica 
Mountains overlooking beautiful 
Brentwood. We were lucky 
enough to get a press tour of the 
place last week, hence can tell you 
that Richard Meier’s building is 
one of the most spectacular pieces 
of architecture to be realized in 
California, if not the country, in 
this century. 

Here are a few facts about the 
Getty Center, borrowed from the 
pages of Architectural Record: it 
took 14 years and three 
months to build, cost $1 bil¬ 
lion, and consists, at least in 
part, of 295,000 pieces of 
Italian travertine 
(each weighing 280 
pounds); 40,000 
painted aluminum 
panels; 25 million 
pounds of rebar; 

165,000 square feet 
of exterior glass; 

340 miles of con¬ 
duit; 8.1 million cubic feet of con¬ 
crete; 151 miles of plumbing and 
sprinkler piping; and 8,000 new 
trees. 

But what about the art? The 
Getty’s collection has grown 
quicldy to become an important 
treasury of Medieval manuscripts, 
Old Masters paintings, European 
and American photography, and 
French decorative arts. Queens 
will love the latter, in particular a 
jumbo-sized neoclassical bed with 
long white plumes flying from its 
four posts, not to mention a per¬ 
fectly lovely, Regence-style paneled 
room, complete with oversized 
furniture and breathtaking tapes¬ 
tries. Natch, we couldn’t take our 
eyes off an elaborate, late 18th- 
century chandelier designed in 
the shape of a hot air balloon. 
Gillian Wilson, the Getty’s chatty 
and ebullient Curator of Decora¬ 
tive Arts, told us the big bowl dan¬ 
gling from its crush of cut glass 
was designed to hold goldfish. 
Can you imagine? 

Given the great time we had at 
the Center, we were sort of sur¬ 
prised by all the meretricious 
whining that has greeted the new 
Getty. In the pages of the New York 
Times and the LA Weekly, on NPR 
and even the local news stations, 
commentators have groused that 
the Center is “elitist” and “too re¬ 
moved from LA.” One droner in 
the LAWeekly even complained 
that it’s impossible to locate a sin¬ 
gle look for the Getty Center out 
of its multiplicity of shapes. 
Please. How removed from LA can 
the museum be if it sits in the 
middle of the Sepulveda Pass, di¬ 
rectly off the San Diego Freeway? 
As for the Weekly, Richard Meier’s 
piano curves are signature ele¬ 
ments of his acclaimed design 
oeuvre, and are among the most 
distinctive features of all 20th-cen¬ 
tury architecture. As for the

charges of elitism, hell, we were 
there, how elite can the Getty be? 
These boring blatherers should be 
keel-hauled at dawn. 

Grand opening 

Closer to home, the Center for 
the Arts was the place to be last 
Friday for the opening of several 
new shows, To Be Real, an 
exhibition featuring the 
Q work of nine artists; 
^ Now Entering Beaver¬ 

creek, Ohio, San 
Francisco artist 
Rodney O’Neal 
Austin’s “visual diary” 
of life in his home¬ 
town; and New Work 
by Scott Williams. 
As if that weren’t 
enough of a draw, 
the NAMES Project 
Foundation used this occasion to 
officially launch its online quilt. 

The evening was a blast, and 
we enjoyed running into lots of 
old friends, including: Center for 
the Arts Head Honcho John Kil- 
lacky, omnipublicist David 
Perry, whose post-boyfriend 
haircut we think quite cute, pho¬ 
tographer Ricky Gerharter.who 
dropped his Nikon on our foot, 
actor/writer Thomas Simpson, 
filmmaker David Weissman,and 
the glamorous writer Jacques 
Servin, who appears to be enjoy¬ 
ing his new status as one of Out 
magazine’s 100 most fabulous 
queers in America. (When 
queried on how he managed to 
make the cut, Jacques, with no lit¬ 
tle ennui, rolled his pretty eyes 
and said, “Oh, I was at this party 
in New York, and some people 
there talked me into it.”) 

During the course of the 
evening, O’Neal Austin, done up 
in what looked to us like day-glo 
beachwear, warbled some tunes, 
and artist/AIDS activist Hunter 
Reynolds, in the guise of alter- 
ego Patina du Prey, did a star 
turn in his now-famous Memori¬ 
al Dress, a black, floor-length 
number on which have been sewn 
the names of 30,000 people who 
have died of AIDS.

Bound for glory 

'Side Show': novel twist on old idea

H n spite of the Disneyfication of 
42nd Street, where a giant bill-

that declares, “You can’t be pos¬ 
sessed your whole life!” 

Happily, there are some class 
acts going on in theaters sur¬ 
rounding Times Square, and 
though I was not able to get into 
the sold-out Jackie, I did snag one 
of the few remaining standing- 
room tickets for Side Show, at the 
Richard Rodgers Theatre. 

With music by Henry Krieger, 
the composer of Dreamgirls, and 
book and lyrics by Bill Russell, 
Side Show takes a classic theatrical 
formula — the showbiz success 
story — and gives it a novel twist: 
there are not one but two leading 
ladies, and they’re joined at the 
hip. Literally. As Siamese twins 
Daisy and Violet Hilton, Emily 
Skinner and Alice Ripley are put 
through their paces of first the 
circus, then vaudeville in the ’30s 
and ’40s. 

If the recitative that moves the 
bizarre plot forward becomes oc¬ 
casionally plodding, and is more 
reminiscent of the most boring 
moments of Andrew Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s Sunset Boulevard than it is of 
Stephen Sondheim, there are 
memorable production numbers 
to compensate. The best of these 
are Ziegfeld Follies-type song- 
and-dance routines, particularly 
one ancient Egypt-themed num¬ 
ber entitled “We Share Every¬ 


thing,” featuring scantily clad 
male dancers dressed as pharaohs. 

For me, the lame excuse for a 
plot — will either twin find true 
love with the cads who court and 
exploit them?— doesn’t hold 
water, or interest. But what is ex¬ 
traordinary about Side Show is 
the subtle but palpable undercur¬ 
rent of discomfort one feels from 
beginning to end. The matter-of- 
factness of the women’s physical 
oddity is, in itself, extremely dis¬ 
concerting, but when these 
Siamese twins sing the song “I 
Will Never Leave You,” the other¬ 
wise innocuous lyrics become an 
exercise in emotional acrobatics 
for the audience. Is the attitude of 
the joined singers intended to be 
amusingly ironic, or one of pitiful 
defeat? 

There is a great deal of food for 
thought in Side Show, and the 
heartstrings are frequently tugged 
by the plight of the leading ladies. 
Besides the aforementioned finale, 
another tear-jerker closes the first 
act: “Who Will Love Me As I Am?” 
It is destined to be a hit single. T

The statuesque Ben- 
brook portrays Joan as a towering 
inferno of melodramatic rage. He 
has a terrific singing voice, but 
he’s not the only one. DeMarco,

Trauma Flintstone, and Mark Sar¬ 
gent channel the Andrews Sisters 
in three outstanding numbers. 
With the additional talents of 
Chris March, the unforgettable 
Tif Rice, and Steven LeMay, divas 
like Mae West, Ethel Merman, 
“Baby Jane Hudson,” Vivian 
Leigh, and Rosalind Russell all get 
a chance to shine. Kate Simonton 
adds additional flair as a fragile

Director's Cut by John Waters; 
Scato, $49.95 

|| ohn Waters may enjoy cult 
status, but popularity doesn’t 
guarantee Michael Eisner- 
size budgets. So in those lag times 
between funding for his films, 
Waters flexes his auteur muscles 
on what he calls “little movies” — 
art house projects meant to be 
seen in the galleries rather than 
multiplexes. Directors Cut, newly 
published by Scalo, chronicles 
Waters’ efforts in this vein. 

For his “little movies,” Waters 
photographs scenes from video 
versions of his favorite films (usu¬ 
ally camp classics and gay porn) 
and rearranges them to conform 
to his twisted memory of the first 
breathtaking time he saw the 
movie. Thus he shows us The Bad 
Seed boiled down to its essence: 
Patty McCormick’s inimitable 
pouty facial expressions and 
tantrum-bounced pigtails. Peyton 
Place — The Movie becomes a 
bunch of pastoral New England 
landscapes, pristine churches, and 
graveyards. 

Waters gets a bit wackier when 
he creates typologies of drug-in¬ 
jection scenes from movies, or 
juxtaposes media characters like 
Francis the Talking Mule and Jes¬ 
sica Lange as crazed actress 
Frances Farmer, or compares the 
strikingly similar hairdos worn by 
Divine and Charles Manson. In 
other arrangements, Waters re¬ 
veals his obsessions with Eliza- 



sessions

beth Taylor (by comparing her 
face-lift scars to his trademark 
pencil mustache) and spread butt 
cheeks (shaved and unshaved). 
Some of these images are gen¬ 
uinely hilarious, like 7 Marys, a 
group of holy virgins that in¬ 
cludes Paul Lynde, while others, 
such as Eat Your Makeup, seem 
like straightforward, self-aggran¬ 
dizing documentations of Waters’ 
early films. 

In his afterword, Waters ad¬ 
mits that these pictures were ini¬ 
tially private endeavors that al¬ 


lowed him to exercise his control 
freak tendencies by having the 
“final cut” on another director’s 
movie. As such, they’re endearing, 
yet sometimes the endeavor 
seems remarkably adolescent, as 
in an image entitled Straight, es¬ 
sentially a title card reading “Mel 
Gibson” placed on the page at a 
distinctive angle. Get it? As clever 
as some of these images are, in a 
$50 art book they often seem dis¬ 
turbingly thin. Directors Cut is a 
vanity effort for die-hard fans 
only. ▼

fan, Joachim said he’d always been 
no more than a casual admirer of 
Streisand.

geous!! “This was a dive,” Joachim 
said. “People said, ‘Ken, are you 
nuts?’ But taking garbage and 
making nice out of it comes from 
growing up in extreme poverty.” 
To realize Hello Gorgeous!!, 
Joachim tapped out the equity in 
property he owns, and when the 
bills kept coming in, he turned to 
his credit cards. “Those interest 
rates,” he said, “are eating me 
alive.” 

It costs $3 to wander about 
Hello Gorgeous!!, but most of the 
income is from store sales.

from her concert tours. He also 
creates his own lines of Streisan- 
diana: calendars, refrigerator 
magnets, postcards, and a single 
Streisand-head cookie jar. There 
were two, but the other was sent

Donnell, who, to Joachim’s cha¬ 
grin, didn’t use it on the Streisand 
show (she did, however, use the 
refrigerator magnets O’Donnell’s 
staff requested Joachim express 
mail to New York).

Best American Erotica 1997; 
Simon & Schuster, $12 

" j? he quintessential San Fran¬ 
cisco taboo is the one 
ft: against condemning some¬ 
body else’s good time. Erotica 
■benefits from this amnesty; alone 
among literary genres — if it is lit¬ 
erature — it is exempt from criti¬ 
cism. All is fair in love and 
pornography. What then can the 
enterprising critic say of The Best 
American Erotica 1997? 

Anyone already depressed by 
the accelerating brutality of 
Americans, and the culture that 
reflects and incites this brutality, 
should avoid this book. The 
eponymous Martian rifling 
through its pages could not be 
faulted for concluding that sex is a 
ritual of injuries and insults ex¬ 
changed by two or more beings 
who hate one another. As in the 
following: 

“Blow followed blow, regular as 
clockwork. Daphne wasn’t strong, 
but her whip was nasty artillery.” 
(from “Mate” by Lauren P. Burka); 
“They worked the scarf like a log 
saw under her pelvis, back and 
forth ....” (from “Lunch” by Mark 
Stuertz); “Pain seared her. His mer¬ 
ciless cock filled her rectum until it 
felt stuffed and bursting.” (from 
“The Case of the Demon Lover” by 
Nancy Kilpatrick); “‘I did not say 
you could speak!’ I slapped his 
cock with a leather glove. His cock 
throbbed. I kicked over his pile of 
clothes with my boot. ‘You are 
nothing, understand?”’ (from 
“Real” by Bill Brent) 

Some of these appear to be lit¬ 
erally transcribed S/M scenarios 
or fantasies. One would hope that 
writing about S/M would be more 
than merely slavish — would be 
critical, quizzical, or deliciously 
insubordinate. No such luck. 
Most of these 22 reprints are com¬ 
posed of prose as taut as Fabio’s 
pectorals. 

Beyond routine S/M play, these 
tales reflect a fashion in American 
behavior that exalts what was pre¬ 
viously termed “rudeness” but 
now seems to be pre-Millennial 
business-as-usual. Lyricism and 
love having long been implicitly 
banned from erotica, it now seems 
as if road rage were the only possi¬ 
ble preliminary to sex. 

Another dismaying trend is the 
omnipresent cock. While editor

plenty of graphic detail: 

“Rob explained that he’d had a 
genitoplasty, a procedure in which 
the clitoris, enlarged from testos¬ 
terone, is reshaped into a one- 
inch penis, and the outer labia 
fashioned into a scrotum. I 
learned how to suck his cock until 
it stood hard and straight, reach¬ 
ing maybe two inches, then with a 
few well-timed flicks of my 
tongue, I’d cause him to twitch 
and shudder in orgasmic release.” 

Sheiner complements these 
anatomical secrets with their psy¬ 
chological counterparts — aka 
passion — and not a little self¬ 
mockery: 

Lyricism and love having long 
been implicitly banned from 
erotica, it now seems as if road 
rage were the only possible 
preliminary to sex. 


Susie Bright may have long since 
outgrown her lesbian phase, some 
of us have moved past heterosex¬ 
uality — and were never phallo- 
centric to begin with. 

The only evidence of dickless 
heat occurs in the unintelligible 
“Bajando La Luna,” a bilingual es- 
sentialist cosmology lesson fea¬ 
turing Luna and Terra. Ted Blum- 
berg’s “Feeding Frenzy” comes on 
with a pussy-eating line, but fin¬ 
ishes with a him/him/her sand¬ 
wich joined at the penis. Even 
when the action is between two 
women, the reader has to swallow: 

“Then she grabbed her by the 
hair and slammed the cock force¬ 


fully into her again, choking her. 
She loved the feeling of being in 
control, of watching Alex take her 
cock into her throat.” (“The Butch’s 
New Clothes” by Isobel Bird) 

There are, of course, exceptions. 
Two stories demonstrate the con¬ 
tinuum possible between spiritual 
or emotional experience and sex. 
Simon Sheppard’s “A Puja to Gane- 
sha” portrays a man mourning a 
dead lover in a foreign country: 

“When Chas was dying, I re¬ 
solved to make this trip, a journey 
we’d long dreamed of. We’d been 
planning the itinerary when the 
first lesions had appeared. Losing 
Chas had left an emptiness in me, 
an emptiness I thought could 
never be filled.” 

After the narrator shares an 
opium pipe with his train com¬ 
partment companion, the two 
improvise an incandescent ritual: 

“As I stared into Shiva’s three 
eyes, His face softened and shift¬ 
ed, turned into the face of my 
dead lover. I was being fucked by 
Chas, I was being fucked by Shiva, 
I was being fucked by India. I was 
being fucked by a fat businessman 
and it was all right and it was what 
I needed.” 

Exploring a reality equally ex¬ 
otic but closer to home, Marcy 
Sheiner’s “What?” portrays a rela¬ 
tionship between a biological 
woman and an FTM. There is

Barbie Unbound: A Parody of the

ave you ever had a fantasy 
about Barbie, a feminist 
i fantasy in which Barbie 
was transformed into all manner 
of characters who offered pointed 
political commentary along with 
plenty of laughs? Have no fear, be¬ 
cause Sarah Strohmeyer has, and 
has realized those dreams in a 
very funny collection of commen¬ 
tary and photographs (by Geoff 
Hansen) called Barbie Unbound. 

Consider the varieties of Bar¬ 
bies that might exist in the real 
world, like “Overweight Outcast 
Adolescent Barbie,” whose goal is 
“to die young and leave an emaci¬ 
ated corpse that still looks too fat 
in jeans.” Or my personal favorite, 
“PMS Barbie,” who is easily as¬ 
sembled using “Bloated Barbie 
(It’s water weight, mind your own 
business”) and “A white male 
medical establishment (Of course 
they don’t understand, how could 
they - they’re menV'). You’ll also 
enjoy “Barbie Lee Gifford” who 
“visits her very own sweatshop.” 
Each new Barbie description is 
followed by hilarious commen¬ 
tary and instructions. “PMS Bar¬ 
bie’s” instructions are simple: 
“Very carefully open the Barbie 
package. Don’t say anything. 
Don’t even look at her sideways.” 


Pro-Life Barbie vs. Pro-Choice Midge 


Strohmeyer’s discussion ques¬ 
tions for every type of Barbie are 
particularly well-done, offering 
satirical observations that are 
painfully funny. Ranging from 
contemporary America to me¬ 
dieval France (“Barbie D’Arc”) 


and all eras in between, Barbie 
Unbound explores the ways in 
which the already ubiquitous Bar¬ 
bie might achieve true universali¬ 
ty. On the way to that great com- 
ing-up morning, you’ll have more 
than a few laughs. V

'. ’m not ordinarily wild about 
the science fiction/fantasy 
i genre, and short stories are al¬ 
most always in need of, well, 
length, so a collection of short 
fantasy pieces ought to have been 
on my short list of “not for me, 
thanks.” OK, I’ve been wrong be¬ 
fore. Lawrence Schimel’s The Drag 
Queen of Elfland and Other Stories 
is a delightful, occasionally 
thought-provoking, always enter¬ 
taining collection that made me 
want to read more by this fine 
young — he’s only 26! — writer. 

I think what impressed me 


most about this collection is 
Schimel’s liberal but always appro¬ 
priate use of humor. I realized in 
reading this book that my biggest 
objection to the genre is how seri¬ 
ously its proponents take it and 
themselves. Schimel has some im¬ 
portant things to say about love 
and death and all those big topics, 
but he never confuses the impor¬ 
tance of the issue with his own self- 
importance. In the lovely and 
poignant “Old as a Rose in Bloom,” 
a young woman is visited by her 
dead mother and learns a valuable 
lesson in openness. “Black Sounds” 
examines the problems that arise 
when someone strains to achieve 
spontaneity. And “Femme-de-Si£- 
cle” is the delicious tale of a lesbian 
vampire who, having come out of 
the closet, now must be brave 
enough to come out of the coffin. 



Coming out in all its permuta¬ 
tions is a constant theme in this 
collection, but coming out of what 
to where is not always obvious. 
Whether you are a sci-fi junkie or 
a reluctant reader of fantasy, one 
thing is certain: The Drag Queen of 
Elfland is a delight. ▼

IP his year was an extraordi¬ 
nary one for those of us who 
M not only love to read, but 
who also read to live. Debut nov¬ 
els that reflected astonishing skill, 
poetry that illuminated the soul, 
historical fiction that created a liv¬ 
ing past, and contemporary fic¬ 
tion that entertained, enthralled, 
engaged — all made the past 12 
months memorable. This was a 
banner year for writers who took 
chances, and in so doing changed 
the face of lesbian writing.

Laura Adams 

“Laura Adams” is the pseudo¬ 
nym of a well-known writer of 
lesbian romances, which means 
that her novel, Night Vision 
(Naiad, $11.95), is in effect a first 
effort by an experienced writer. A 
tale of alien encounters wrapped 
in a delightful story of lesbians 
working together to solve a mys¬ 
tery, Night Vision entertains while 
it serves to remind us of the glory 
days of the lesbian nation, when 
we thought that pulling together 
was better than being on top. 

Lucy Jane Bledsoe 

Working Parts (Seal, $12) is 
also a first novel, with the excep¬ 
tional twist that the author’s first- 
person hero is functionally illiter¬ 
ate. Lucy Bledsoe’s Lori is a dyke 
with attitude, one whose native 
intelligence makes her ability to 
hide her illiteracy both believable 
and heartbreaking. Bledsoe shows 
us an unimaginable world, one in 
which reading is not a possibility. 
Creating rich characters in credi¬ 
ble situations, Bledsoe gives us a 
lesbian hero whose courage is 
touching and inspiring. 



Emma Donoghue 


Emma Donoghue 

A writer of skill and style, 
Emma Donoghue offered two dif¬ 
ferent books this year, each worthy 
of special notice. In Kissing the 
Witch: Old Tales in New Skins 
(HarperCollins, $14.95), she took 
classic fairy tales and gave them a 
decidedly feminist twist. That the 
twist was often also lesbian provid¬ 
ed icing for these delectable tales. 
Many have tried to rework old sto¬ 
ries, but Donoghue’s effort was eas¬ 
ily the best, filled with a breathtak¬ 
ing use of language that filled the 
readerly heart with delight. 

Poems Between Women: Four 
Centuries of Love, Romantic 
Friendship, and Desire (Columbia 
University Press, $24.95) provid¬ 
ed a history of women’s passion 
for one another. Editor Donoghue 
collected poems familiar and new, 


and placed them in a vibrant his¬ 
tory of women’s writing. The ex¬ 
ceptional introduction, in which 
she creates a context for the var¬ 
ied ways in which romantic writ¬ 
ing was created in different cen¬ 
turies, is well worth the price of 
this superb collection. 

Sarah Dreher 

Sarah Dreher is the author of 
the deservedly popular Stoner 
McTavish mysteries, but with Soli¬ 
taire and Brahms (New Victoria, 
$12.95), she staked out new terri¬ 
tory as a novelist of singular note. 
Her look at pre-Stonewall lesbian 
life included many of the horrors 
of those dark days, but Dreher 
wrote of the possibility of finding 
a light in that darkness that was 
both thrilling and utterly believ¬ 
able. While exploring the myriad 
ways women were kept down and 
kept back, she also created women 
who stood up for themselves and 
showed that they had the courage 
to love each other. 

Elana Dykewomon 

Great novels aren’t written 
very often, but Beyond the Pale 
(Press Gang, $15.95) deserves all 
the glowing adjectives available. 
In her glorious historical novel of 
turn-of-the-century Russian em¬ 
igrants, Elana Dykewomon 
breathes life into characters who 
became friends to the reader, and 
she does so with skill and deep 
emotion. Her novel reminds us 
that the lesbian nation endured 
terrifying hardships and promised 
that we would last forever. Pro¬ 
viding the detail necessary to 
make her characters and their 
lives vividly real, Dykewomon 
gives us a history to be proud of, 
while she entertains us royally. 

Edith Forbes 

In her third novel, Exit to Real¬ 
ity (Seal Press, $24), Edith Forbes 
created an absolutely believable 
and completely horrifying future 
in which death had been con¬ 
quered and life was no longer 
worth living. Forbes’ earlier nov¬ 
els, Alma Rose and Nowle's Pass¬ 
ing, were so fine that I never imag¬ 
ined she could take a distinctly 
idiosyncratic genre and make it 
her own. I should have had more 
faith. Boasting exquisite writing 
and an impossibly ingenious plot, 
Exit to Reality raises important 
questions of life and death while 
offering splendid wit and en¬ 
thralling entertainment.

days after her 18th birthday, on Au¬ 
gust 10,1984. As one of two daugh¬ 
ters of divorced parents, Daphne 
developed a wild-child, Huck Finn 
approach to existence that the psy¬ 
chiatric establishment could only 
diagnose as Gender Identity Disor¬ 
der and attempt to “correct.” 

Slogging through the minuti¬ 
ae of dysfunctional American 
family life and its corollary, the 
loony bin, Scholinski and co¬ 
writer Jane Meredith Adams tell 
us more than we need to know 
about her parents and the other 
patients. What’s missing is reflec¬ 
tion on that experience — in per¬ 
sonal terms by the self-aware 
artist Scholinski has made of her¬ 
self, or political terms by the gay 
rights and mental health activist 
that is her public persona. 

Scholinski’s narrative style is 
willfully naive, the tone punchy 
confessional: 

“As we walked out of the the¬ 
ater, a clump of young girls in tight 
jeans screamed, Kevin Bacon, 
Kevin Bacon. I turned around. 
Where? They looked at me. I had 
the same spiky short hair he had in 
Footloose, the same jut of the chin. 
When we got back to Wilson Cen¬ 
ter, I didn’t say a word about being

The Last Time I Wore A Dress; 
Riverhead Books, $23.95 

T he surprising thing about 
The Last Time I Wore A 
Dress is artist Daphne 
Scholinski’s decision to write her 
memoirs of incarcerated adoles¬ 
cence as if they constituted a 
coming-of-age novel. While this 
may win her a wider readership 
and — here’s hoping — a movie 
deal, this in-your-face approach 
deprives the reader of any analyt¬ 
ic perspective on the raw, sensa¬ 
tional “facts.” 

The storyline is linear with a 
few jump cuts, from committal on 
September 10, 1981 to release five

called Kevin Bacon.” 

Interspersed “notes” by ob¬ 
serving psychiatrists, set off in 
vintage typewriter font, add a 
real-life clinical feel: 

“The patient seems to be fixat¬ 
ed at a preadolescent level of sex¬ 
ual development and she might 
have more themes of homo-eroti¬ 
cism toward the therapist than 
she feels comfortable discussing.” 

Not until the opening sentence 
of Chapter 16 do those blessed 
words “San Francisco” make it 
into print. Free at last — except 
from the memories, to which this 
book and her “over 3,000 paint¬ 
ings” attest obsessive hold. The 
last seven pages provide a rough 
sketch of Scholinski’s life now, 
short on both details and insights. 

Running the risks inherent in 
reducing a free spirit to a conven¬ 
tional narrative heroine, Scholin¬ 
ski remains a critical witness to 
the banalizing evils of the psychi¬ 
atric establishment in general, 
and the fate of gender dysphoric 
youth in particular. And who 
knows? In the long run, the even- 
handed, conciliatory spirit of The 
Last Time I Wore A Dress may 
even prove an effective political 
strategy. ▼

A boy and his dick

The Good Life by Gordon Merrick 
and Charles G. Hulse; Alyson 
Books, $14.95 

he late Gordon Merrick was 

the Danielle Steele of gay 
H romance novels. Although 
not as prolific as Steele, Merrick 
had great success in the ’70s with 
the release of his first novel, The 
Lord Wont Mind. Now a posthu¬ 
mous manuscript has surfaced, 
co-authored with Charles G. 
Hulse, which continues the tradi¬ 
tion of the poor forbidden fruit 
who must make his way in a soci¬ 
ety that denigrates and abuses 
him. Of course, the fruit in ques¬ 
tion is young, exceedingly mascu¬ 
line and handsome, and in pos¬ 
session of one of the largest cocks 
in captivity. 

For The Good Life, Merrick 
steals headlines from 1943 and 
fabricates a story behind the real- 
life murder of a Beekman Place 
heiress by her husband. Young 
Perry Langham, the murderer, 
grows up poor during the Depres¬ 
sion. With the onset of puberty, 
Langham matures into a great 
beauty with a great big dick — a 
magic snake he uses to charm his 
way into the ranks of the rich and 
famous. His bisexual philandering 
leads to a liaison with the wealthy 
Billy Vernon of Manhattan. The 
divorced Vernon, an aging 
masochist, lives with a coterie of 
servants and sets Langham up to 
live like a king. Langham willing¬ 
ly agrees to become Vernon’s boy 
toy and soon he’s getting blow 
jobs from Clifton Webb and fuck¬ 
ing Tallulah Bankhead. 

Langham’s problems begin 
when he falls for Vernon’s daugh¬ 
ter, Bettina. Their wild, passionate 
affair leads to the ill-advised mar¬ 
riage that eventually becomes their 
undoing. When Bettina discovers 
that Langham not only fucked her 
father, but her mother as well, she 



declares that the man she fell in 
love with is “a freak, a pervert, a 
whore.” When she follows this 
pronouncement with an attempt 
to bite off one of Langham’s testi¬ 
cles, Bettina gets her head bashed 
open and Mr. and Mrs. Langham’s 
“good life” comes to an end. 

Merrick does this kind of 
novel as well as anyone — cer¬ 
tainly more intelligently than 
Danielle Steele or Barbara Cart- 
land — but don’t expect prose on 
the level of Evelyn Waugh. The 
Good Life is an interesting bit of 
wish-fulfillment (many young 
gay boys dream that their cursed 
sexuality will be a fast-track to 
wealth and/or fame), and the au¬ 
thor gives the Langham character 
lots of graphic sex scenes that 
allow the reader to probe the 
depth and breadth of the main 
character’s sexual appetites. But 
Merrick’s tendency to surround 
the homosexual expression with 
a series of horrendous personal 
disasters — all played out against 
a fabulously glamorous backdrop 
— make this work something of 
a time capsule. The Good Life, 
written 11 years ago, speaks of 
another era. But like all of Mer¬ 
rick’s gay romances, it’s the kind 
of page-turner that can be put to 
good use for a long flight or a day 
at the beach. ▼

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Books for the budding queer

s the holidays draw near, 
queers start thinking about 
' J gifts to give their nieces and 
nephews, or their own children. 
Books are a perennial favorite, 
and it’s nice to be able to give ones 
that reflect our queer lives. While 
queer themes have been forbid¬ 
den in literature for children and 
young adults for many years, sev¬ 
eral good books recently pub¬ 
lished for this emerging reader¬ 
ship appear to be reversing that 
trend. 

At the forefront of this effort is 
M.E. Kerr, who is perhaps better 
known to many lesbian and gay 
readers as Marijane Meaker and 
Vin Packer. Her most recent book, 
Hello I Lied (HarperCollins, 
$15.95), is the story of a young 
gay man, Lang, who suddenly 
finds himself attracted to a French 
girl when his boyfriend goes away 
for the summer. This fascinating 
exploration of identity politics is 
remarkable for grappling with an 
infrequendy discussed “grey area” 


in queer desire, and also for Lang’s 
remaining as gay at the end of the 
book as he is at the beginning, de¬ 
spite his attraction to this girl who 
has come into his life. 

Kerr’s Deliver Us From Evie 
(HarperCollins, $4.95) is another 
remarkable book, portraying the 
first butch dyke in young adult lit¬ 
erature, a girl growing up on a 


farm who knows who she is and 
isn’t about to pretend anything 
different for anybody. 

Chances are any young readers 
you’ll be buying for this season are 
already familiar with — and a fan 
of — the prolific Bruce Coville, 
author of the popular stories My 
Teacher is An Alien, Space Brat, 
The Unicorn Chronicles, and other 
series. In his latest novel, The Skull 
of Truth (Harcourt Brace, $17), 
Charlie buys a skull in a magic 
shop that forces anyone near it to 
speak the truth. Among the vari¬ 
ous adventures that result from 
this enforced truth-telling, the 
skull is inadvertently left under 
the dinner table for a holiday meal 
that gets interrupted when skele¬ 
tons begin emerging from the 
family closets — including that of 
an uncle who had outed himself. 
The book is refreshing because 
the gay content is treated as a side- 
plot, and, as a result, doesn’t get in 
the way of the storytelling. 

Kissing the Witch by Emma 
Donoghue (HarperCollins, 
$14.95) is a collection of fairy 
tales that renounces the tradition¬ 


al heterosexual expectations 
placed on women, such as 
princesses waiting for princes to 
rescue them. Before giving this 
one away, read the delicious “Tale 
of the Kiss,” which is remarkable 
for its insights about secrets and 
identities, loneliness, and the awe¬ 
some power of kissing. 

Oasis by Gregory Maguire 
(Clarion, $14.95) is a moving story 
about family, grief, and forgive¬ 
ness. Hand’s father dies of a heart 
attack, and he resents his mother’s 
return because she had abandoned 
him years previously by walking 
out on the family. Eventually, he 
learns to see the relationship from 
her point of view, and gains a 
deeper understanding of his once- 
infallible father. Later, Hand’s 
uncle, who is in the latter stages of 
his battle with AIDS, moves in 
with them so he can die in peace 
surrounded by his family. This is a 
complex and heartfelt novel. 

Weetzie Bat by Francesca Lia 
Block (HarperCollins, $4.50) is a 
hip fairy tale of life in LA, where 
movies and magic are both real 
enough to touch. Weetzie Bat’s

two best friends are gay surfers, 
Dirk and Duck, who fell in love at 
first sight. Jacqueline Woodson’s 
From the Notebooks of Melanin 
Sun (The Blue Sky Press, $14.95) 
chronicles a young black boy’s 
coming to terms with his moth¬ 
er’s lesbianism and her relation¬ 
ship with a white woman. 

Other recommended titles in¬ 
clude: Am I Blue? edited by Mari¬ 
on Dane Bauer (HarperCollins, 
$5.95), a great “sampler” of les¬ 
bian and gay stories from both 
queer and straight writers; Jack by 
A.M. Homes, about a 15-year-old 
boy dealing with his father’s di¬ 
vorce and coming out; Peter by 
Kate Walker, a tale of dirt bike rac¬ 
ing and homoeroticism in Aus¬ 
tralia; Twelve Days in August by 
Liza Ketchum Murrow, soccer 
teams, homophobia, and peer 
pressure; and the classic Annie on 
My Mind by Nancy Garden, a tale 
of a young girl’s first lesbian rela¬ 
tionship. T

Of 
one pint-sized star Bristol says, “In 
the role of Mary, six-year-old 
Shannon Burke just barely man¬ 
ages to pass herself off as a virgin.” 
Ouch. And of another aspiring 
young thespian, Bristol writes, 
“The only bright spot in the entire 
evening was the presence of Kevin 
‘Tubby’ Matchwell, the eleven- 
year-old porker who tackled the 
role of Santa with a beguiling au¬ 
thenticity. The false beard tended 
to muffle his speech, but they 
could hear his chafing thighs all 
the way to the North Pole.” 

Two other selections don’t 
quite live up to Sedaris’ best work. 
“Christmas Means Giving” tells 
the story of two competitive fam¬ 
ilies who won’t stop giving of 
themselves until there’s nothing 
left, including body parts. And 
“Based On A True Story” is about 
a television executive who extorts 
money from a small church in 
order to get an exclusive story 
from a member of the congrega¬ 
tion. Both pieces take too long to 
deliver their small payoffs. 

If you’re looking to have yourself 
a merry little Christmas, you may 
want to pick up a copy of Dickens’ 
A Christmas Carol. But if you really 
want to spice up your holidays, 
skate on down to the bookstore and 
get Holidays on Ice. ▼

Execution Texas: 1987 by D. Tra¬

I n his first novel, D. Travers 
Scott re-creates the small-town 
world of 17-year-old Seeger 
King in Execution, Texas, during 
the summer after he graduates 
from high school. Seeger hangs 
out with his girlfriend Cordelia 


and Kent, the high school wresder 
who has become the object of his 
sexual obsessions. 

The year is 1987, and for 
Seeger and his honor society 
friends, the world at large is full of 
possibilities. But the world inside 
the boundaries of Execution is 
one to be escaped through drugs, 
alcohol, sex and fantasies of every 
sort. 

The bisexual Seeger lives at 
home with his religious step¬ 
mother, Rhonda, and his father, 


Abraham, who teaches at the local 
high school. Joan, Seeger’s mom, 
is away on a lifelong quest for 
spiritual fulfillment that occa¬ 
sionally requires Seeger’s input 
and participation. With his 
propensity for visions of the fu¬ 
ture, Seeger fights back images of 
the death of Rhonda and Abra¬ 
ham in an automobile accident, at 
least until those images become a 
reality. 

D. Travers Scott excels in his 
ability to depict the fragile and 


transitional world of late adoles¬ 
cence. Both Seeger and Cordelia, 
with their wild fantasies and 
childish games, are seriously en¬ 
gaged in the process of letting go 
and embracing change. As a 
writer, Scott breaks no new 
ground in this coming-of-age 
story, but he does do a commend¬ 
able job of creating believable 
characters and portraying the ex¬ 
quisite pain that accompanies the 
death of one life and the birth of 
another. ▼

As a result, he turned 
down an invitation from David 
Letterman’s bookers when they 
asked him to guest on the show 
with Richard Simmons, who has 
made a routine out of his unre¬ 
quited infatuation with Streisand. 
Joachim knew he’d just be the 
butt of Letterman’s bitter humor. 

He still gets calls from newspa¬ 
pers and radio stations wanting 
comments on Streisand, proffer¬ 
ing on him a kind of status as 
spokesman for her fans. “I used to 
stick up for her on radio pro¬ 
grams,” he said. “I don’t do that 
anymore, because I don’t know 
who she is. I don’t have any direct 
line to Barbra.” 

He does, however, have a letter 
from Barbra. It’s The Letter. 

“For Ken Joachim, A Jewish 
shrine? Thanks and Best Wishes, 
Barbra Streisand.” 

It’s displayed under glass for all 
to see, but when Joachim looks at 
it, his satisfaction at being ac¬ 


knowledged by the object of his 
efforts is tempered by knowing 
what he had to go through to get 
it. First, he was told to expect the 
letter by a reporter from CNN, 
and when nothing arrived, he 
ended up calling the Streisand or¬ 
ganization to ask about its status. 
“Two weeks later, it came,” he said. 
“Yes, I was exhilarated, but part of 
me disappeared with it because of 
how I had to beg for it.” 

Joachim hasn’t been shy about 
communicating his desire for a 
face-to-face with Streisand. “I’ve 


asked to meet her,” he acknowl¬ 
edged. “I was afraid before, but so 
many people have asked me if I 
have met her that I wanted to put 
it to rest. And, for the fans, I think 
it would be very important for 
them for her to walk in here.” 

But when Joachim asks himself 
if Streisand would actually like 
Hello Gorgeous!! should she ever 
pay a visit, his answer is probably 
not. “She would say, ‘Get rid of 
this, get rid of that.’ I wouldn’t 
have anything left. People have 
heard her say that she won’t come 


here because it would upset her.” 

If Joachim was not obsessed by 
Streisand before he created Hello 
Gorgeous!!, he now finds himself 
obsessing about his relationship 
with her, as well as with the quali¬ 
ties he once believed set her apart. 
“She didn’t ask for any of this,” he 
said, “so I really can’t complain. It 
should be about the art, not my 
hang-ups with all this.” 

Joachim pulled out a letter he 
recently received from a Barbra 
fan in Los Angeles to whom he 
had confided his misgivings. The 


fan told him to buck up, that he is 
providing a valuable service, and 
that, yes., Barbra has her faults, but 
that it’s part of being human. 
Joachim didn’t appear swayed by 
this earnest missive. 

“I don’t really know the direc¬ 
tion of all this,” he said. “I mean, I 
am going forward, status quo. I’m 
not closing. But I know I have to 
make some changes, either inside 
of me or ....” He didn’t complete 
the thought. It was time for the 
man who is doubting his faith to 
reopen the shrine. ▼ 
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Lusty lady.

S ince you asked, what has always 
bugged us about Castro culture 
is how overdetermined it is. The 
stores are called Body Body, the clerks 
are body bodies, they’re selling muscle 
tees and lube. So when it comes to pics 
in the windows of dinner-plate pecs 
and juicy loins *— we get it, already.

It’s just that Xmas cheer is all 
over the place in our supposedly secu¬ 
lar civic life, and the muzak of paeans 
to the christ child is relentless, Give us 
a break, already.

As for our holiday plans, bring on 
the bagels and lox. Xmas is one of 
those rare quiet days in the city, a good 
day to walk through the closed-down 
neighborhoods, hike in the park. Or 
make art: one of the revelations of 
Andy Warhol’s diary was that he loved 
to paint on holidays like July 4th or 
Dec. 25th, when he had time to work 
undisturbed. 

The accompanying photo shows a 
lovely lady of The Lusty Lady Theater, 
the nation’s only unionized adult the¬ 
ater, celebrating Xmas in her own spe¬ 
cial way. For their holiday party, that 
establishment promised as attractions 
fire-eating, topless shoeshines, and 
naked accordion-playing. They wel¬ 
come women, couples and assorted 
thrill-seekers in trenchcoats. Merry, in¬ 
deed. ▼

from a gay-centered population. 
We started advertising this year in 
gay publications. I think it 
worked. As in any area around the 
country, the gay population sup¬ 
ports independent cinema, and 
we can count on them for nightly 
attendance. They’re also a dis¬ 
cerning crowd, usually more edu¬ 
cated than the average film-going 
audience. That makes them a lot 
more fun to program for.” 

Among this year’s features was 
the U.S. premiere of Diego Musi- 
ak’s Historias del Clandestinas en 
la Habana. This light Argen¬ 
tine/Cuban farce stars Jorge Peru- 
gorria, of Strawberry and Choco¬ 
late fame, as a heterosexual Cuban 
taxi driver who lives at home with 
his mother. 

Alain Berliner’s Ma Vie En 
Rose, the favorite of every festival 
from Montreal to New York, de¬ 
servedly shared the Best Film 
prize with Atom Egoyan’s new 
film, The Sweet Hereafter. This 
must-see feature chronicles the 
obstacles a little boy must surpass 
to realize his life’s goal — to be¬ 
come a little girl so he can marry 
his best friend (the film opens- in 
San Francisco on December 25). 

In George Hickenlooper’s Dog- 
town, a stunning young man 
(Trevor St. John) leaves Holly¬ 
wood to return to his redneck 
hometown to visit mom (Karen 
Black) and his old crush (Mary 
Stuart Mastprson). Everyone 
thinks he’s a star and treats him as 
such, but that’s because they don’t 
know his rolls of cash come from 
being a high-class male prostitute. 
It’s uneven, but St. John is almost 
worth the time wasted viewing it. 


Kelley Sane’s Franchesca Page, 
however, is definitely worth a gan¬ 
der. The film, which played in this 
year’s SF Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, stars New York drag 
artiste V aria Jean Merman as Rita 
Page, a former Las Vegas showgirl 
who wants her untalented daugh¬ 
ter to be a big Broadway star. 
Almodovar regular Rossy de 
Palma co-stars as a villainess. 

Also noteworthy was the truly 
touching L’Eleve, the love story 
between a young man and the 
student he was hired to teach. 
Kenneth Schapiro’s My Girl¬ 
friend's Boyfriend, however, is In 
and Out meets Love, American- 
Style. This intensely silly romp has 
a hunky gay soap opera star get¬ 
ting married to save his career. His 
boyfriend ain’t happy. You won’t 
be either. 

On the must-see list is the 
British offering, Pousse Cafe. Gay 
Gerald has become a New York 
performance artist in the most 
frilly sense. Very proper dad is 
writing the history of cocktails. 
When Ma leaves home for the 
arms of a shrimp boat captain, fa¬ 
ther and son reunite to drink and 
banter. The dialogue is very Noel 
Coward. 

There is nothing Noel Cow- 
ardy about Slaves to the Under¬ 
ground, in which a young Seattle 
musician must choose between 
having sex with a gal so she can 
stay in an all-girl-band or follow 
her heart and copulate with her 
old boyfriend. It’s a tough deci¬ 
sion, so tough she loses control 
and throws a steak across a restau¬ 
rant. 

Needing to recover from that 
one, I sat down with actor Ben 
Gazzara, who was being honored 
with a retrospective that included 
John Garfein’s gay-tinged The 


Strange One from 1957, which 
Vito Russo described as: “perverse 
sexuality supplements the equally 
ritualistic behavior of cadets in a 
southern military school.” 

But instead of reminiscing 
about films, Gazzara was more 
into recalling friends like John 
Cassavetes, Rod Steiger, and Mar¬ 
lon Brando. When I mentioned 
Sal Mineo, with whom he once 
starred, a little smile came over his 
face. “Sweet Sal! I loved Sal. He 
was a kid from the neighborhood 
who got lucky. I didn’t know he 
was so tormented about his sexu¬ 
ality. Sal was a nice boy.” And Ben 
is a nice man, and one of the rea¬ 
sons we cover festivals. T

also an AIDS activist. Though 
the latter title has been pinned to 
so many lapels it’s become super¬ 
fluous, Shindle’s actions suggest 
the term may still have meaning. 
At her crowning as Miss America, 
the 21-year-old Illinois native de¬ 
livered a platform speech that was 
hardly the stuff of swimsuit com¬ 
petitions and wholesome smiles. 
“Every year, thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans with their whole lives before 
them are told they will have to 
fight for every tomorrow,” Shin- 
dle said.
